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Virginia Origins of the Richland County, South Carolina Goodwyns 


Captain Thomas Goodwyn, mariner, and his wife, Mary, owned land in Surry and Prince 
George Counties, Virginia in the early 1700’s. Captain Thomas had five children—Amy, John, 
Penelope, Francis, and William. It is not known when Captain Thomas settled in Virginia. 
Barbados baptismal records show that a John Goodwyn was bom to Thomas and Ann Goodwyn 
on April 27, 1690 (Sanders, 460). This may be too early to be Captain Thomas’s son, John, but 
Barbados would have been a logical place for Captain Thomas to have lived. Captain Thomas’s 
children grew up in Virginia. His daughters raised their families and died in Virginia, and his 
sons, John and William, moved to Richland County, South Carolina. Francis could not be traced. 

Captain Thomas’s grandson, Jesse Goodwyn, was the first of his family to move to South 
Carolina. Jesse received his first land grant in 1758. He settled in what is today Richland 
County. By 1773, Jesse’s brothers, Francis, Boswell, Robert, and William, his father, John, and 
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his uncle, William, had also acquired land in South Carolina. Boswell returned to Virginia, but 
the rest remained. Numerous descendants of Captain Thomas still live in the Richland County 
area. South Carolina may have been a good place for the Goodwyns to settle, but most of the 
early generations died young. Many of the Goodwyn men were in their thirties or forties when 
they died. Tuberculosis seemed to affect the entire South Carolina family. During the few years 
that they lived, they amassed large quantities of land and were very prosperous.

Goodwyns in Virginia 

In Virginia records, the name Goodwyn is spelled in many ways—Goodwin, Goodwyn, 
Goodwyne, Goodwynne, Goodwine, and Goodyne. There were Goodwyns in Virginia from its 
beginning. Sir Francis Goodwyn was a member of the Virginia Company. He may have come to 
Virginia for a few years, but died in England. Samuel Goodwin was the first Goodwin known to 
have come to Virginia. He was killed in the massacre at Jamestown in 1620. In 1620, Reinold 
Goodwin, bom about 1590, came to Elizabeth City County aboard The Abigail. Robert Goodwin, 
bom about 1605, came to Elizabeth City County in 1624 aboard The Swan. These men are 
untraced. On November 20, 1635, John Goodwin was one of the head rights of William 
Wilkerson. He settled in Lynnhaven in Lower Norfolk. The House of Burgesses assembled 
March 1, 1658/59 with a Captain Thomas Goodwyn as the representative from Upper Norfolk. 
There were numerous Goodwyn families in Surry, Prince George, New Kent, and York Counties, 
and these are often confused with the family of Captain Thomas Goodwyn, mariner, of Surry 
County. 

Major James Goodwin came to York County in 1648. This family has been traced and 
no connection has been found between it and the family of Captain Thomas Goodwyn (Goodwin, 
417). According to the St. Peter's Parish Register, New Kent County, John Goodwin was 
baptized on Dec. 25, 1698. John was the son of Peter and Martha Goodwin, and grandson of 
Major James Goodwin of York County. John married Elizabeth Dozwell. The children of this 
marriage were John, James, Peter, Thomas, Ruben, Susanah, Elizabeth, Mary, and Ann. By his 
second wife, Anne, he had Rebecca and Alice. John’s will was proved May 21, 1759 (William & 
Mary Special Collection). John has often been confused with John, son of Captain Thomas 
Goodwyn of Surry County. 

The Vestry Book and Register of Bristol Parish. Virginia 1720-1789 ( BPR) of Prince 
George County recorded the baptisms of the children of Thomas and Martha Goodwin. Tabitha 
was bom in 1721, and David in 1722 (Chamberlayne, 305-06). Another Goodwin family living 
in Prince George County was the family of Matthew and Ann Goodwin. Matthew and Ann were 
the parents of Susannah, bom December 17, 1736, and John, bom April 20, 1740 (Chamberlayne, 
305-06, 309). Matthew and Ann also had a son named Harwood. Harwood and John Goodwin 
received land patents in Dinwiddie County during the time that John, son of Captain Thomas, 
received land there. John Goodwin, brother of Harwood, and John Goodwyne, son of Captain 
Thomas, both received patents in Dinwiddie County on August 12, 1760 (PB 33 V 4, 880). An 
inventory and appraisal of a Thomas Goodwynne was recorded in Prince George County on 
February 13, 1710/11 by his administrator, Francis Clements (Pr. Geo. DW 1710-13, 33). This 
Thomas Goodwynne may also have been the Thomas Goodwyn listed in the Prince George Rent 
Roll of 1704 as owning 150 acres of land. No relationship has been found between these families 
and the family of Captain Thomas Goodwyn.

Counties and Parishes 

In 1617, the colony of Virginia was divided into four corporations—James City, Charles 
City, Henrico, and Kikotan. By 1634, the colony had grown large enough to be divided into eight 
shires, or counties. The four corporations became counties, and four new counties were added. 
As the population of Virginia grew, new counties were formed from the older ones. Surry 
County was created from James City County in 1652, and in 1754, Sussex was created from part 
of Surry. Prince George County was formed from Charles City County in 1703. From Prince 
George came Brunswick in 1732, and Dinwiddie in 1752. In 1735, Amelia was created from 
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parts of Prince George and Brunswick. Lunenburg in 1746, and Greensville in 1781 were created 
from Brunswick. Halifax in 1752, Bedford in 1754, and Mecklenburg and Charlotte in 1765 
came from Lunenburg. Nottoway was created from Amelia County in 1789 (Jamestown 350th 
Anniversary, 83-84). 

Each county was divided into one or more parishes. A parish was a division made by the 
Church of England. As time passed, new counties and parishes were formed, so that the 
correspondence between counties and parishes was not always maintained. The parish took care 
of the poor and punished the sins of the congregation. People were fined for not attending 
church, using profanity, having bastard children, and other sins. Land processioning was also 
carried out under parish jurisdiction when ordered by the county court. For the processioning, the 
vestry of each parish divided the parish into precincts and assigned processioners to each 
precinct. Under this system, property lines were checked and marked in each parish, usually 
every four years. This was either done on foot or horseback with the owner of the land, a witness, 
and the appointed processioners. 

Parish registers are valuable sources of information. Unfortunately only a few still exist. 
The BPR was found in 1894. It has been transcribed and contains not only the vestry minutes 
with fines for church law-breakers, payments to the caregivers, the dates of processions, and the 
processioners, but also the birth, baptismal, and death dates of the parishioners. One minister, the 
Rev. William Willie, kept the Register of Albemarle Parish. Surry and Sussex Counties 1739- 
1 778 (APR). Mr. Willie indexed the register of births by first name, gave the date of birth, the 
date of the baptism, and the names of the parents and Godparents. He recorded the deaths of his 
parishioners, the name of the person who gave him the information, and commented on the death. 
He also kept a record of the births and deaths of the slaves. Mr. Willie died in April 1776. After 
his death the book was not kept up to date (Richards, viii-xi). 

Many of the records of Prince George and Dinwiddie Counties were burned during the 
Civil War. Dinwiddie County has very few early records remaining, and many of those are only 
small fragments. The 1763 Dinwiddie Clerks Fee Book has survived. It recorded the fees that 
were paid to have legal documents such as deeds and wills recorded at the court.

Land Acquisition 

Land was granted to the settlers in southside Virginia using the patent system. Initially, 
all the land belonged to the king. When land was offered to the settlers, it was first surveyed. A 
certificate was given which would later be exchanged for a patent. Sometimes it took many years 
before the patent was finally granted. There were two main types of patents. Each settler could 
acquire fifty acres of land for each person, including himself, that he brought into the colony at 
his own expense. This was called the head right system. Head rights could be sold or exchanged 
before the actual patent was issued. The patentee was not always the person who paid to have the 
individuals listed on the patent brought into the colony, and the date on the patent was no 
indication of when they had been imported. The second type was the treasury right patent. After 
the initial survey, the patentee paid a fixed rate for the land. The rate was set in 1699 at five 
shillings or one hundred pounds of tobacco per acre. Treasury rights could be sold or transferred 
to others. A combination of head rights and treasury rights could also be used to get the amount 
of land desired (Sasser, 9-11). The land granted by patent had to be seated within three years or 
the patent would lapse. Seating required planting one acre, building a small building, or keeping 
cattle or hogs on the land for a year.

Wills 

Colonial wills were, in most colonies, written based on English Common Law. A valid 
will was signed by the testator in the presence of at least two witnesses, who also signed the will. 
Witnesses to a will could not receive benefits directly from the will, except for very small items. 
Because of this, if the same name appeared as a beneficiary in the will and as a witness, it 
represented two different people. 
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A widow received one-third of the personal property of her husband and one-third 
interest in the real estate until she died or remarried. If a wife was not named in her husband’s 
will, she is assumed to have died before the will was made. A woman could not own real estate 
until the 1800’s, although there were some exceptions. A woman could make a will for her 
personal property, and in some cases for the real estate. 

Male children inherited land directly, but female children received the land indirectly, 
sometimes in the names of their husbands. Children received two-thirds of the personal estate of 
their father. Guardians were appointed by the court for children under 14. Children from 14 to 
18 could select their own guardians (Litsey, 355-57).

Dates used in Documents 

England used the Julian Calendar until 1751 when the Gregorian Calendar was adopted^ 
New Year’s Day in the Julian Calendar was March 25. Before 1752, January T’to March 24 
used the previous year’s date. A document signed on Feb. 24, 1712 using the Julian calendar 
would in today’s calendar be Feb. 24, 1713. The use of the double year, 1712/13, fixes the date 
in the current calendar.

CHAPTER I 

Captain Thomas Goodwyn, Mariner, and Mary, His Wife 

‘ During the late seventeenth and early eighteenth centuries, shipping records show that 
Captain Thomas Goodwyn sailed from the James River to Barbados taking tobacco, beef, pork, 
wheat, and wood, returning with mm, sugar, and molasses (Lawrence-Dow, 33). A list of ships 
entering the Upper James from July to November 1699 listed the brigantine Virgin of Virginia, 40 
tons built in Virginia in 1698, with owners Richard Bland, John Taylor, Elizabeth Hamlin, and 
John Hardimon, and Thomas Goodwin, Master (des Cognets, 281). On March 22, 1700, the 
brigantine Virginia entered the Upper James from Barbados carrying two Negroes (Minchenton, 
2). Again on July 23, 1701, the Virginia returned carrying an unspecified number of Negroes. 
From July 1700 to March 1701, Thomas Goodwin and Joseph Norsworthy were masters of the 
brigantine, Virgin. John Taylor, David Bray, and James Bray were the owners. On May 27, 
1702, Thomas Goodwyn was master of the sloop Westover weighing forty tons with four guns. 
The Westover, owned by William Byrd, John Chidley, Francis Epps, and William Randolf, was 
coming from Barbados with Negroes. Also in 1702, Thomas Goodwyn was master of the 
Hampton of Virginia a 40 ton square stem ship built in Williamsburg. The owner was Thomas 
Preeson (des Cognets, 282). The Hampton was listed as clearing outwards from the Lower 
James. The last reference to Captain Thomas Goodwyn as ship’s master was on July 15, 1713 m 
a power of attorney given to Captain Thomas by John and Rebekah Williams of Barbados and 
recorded in Prince George County, Virginia.

Constitute and appointed and by 
these pres u do make ordain & constitute and appoint in our place and stead 
putt and doo putt our loving friend Capt. Thomas Goodwyn Commander of 
the Sloop Henrico now in the Said Island of Barbados Butt by the grace of 
God Bound for Virginia and there or in any place or Islands too be our true 
and lawful attorney for use and in our Names Place and Stead to aske and 
Demand True for Levy, require, reason or reasons & recover of and from all 
and every person and persons to use or Either of be indebted all and Singular 
Sume and Sumes of Money what so ever to be belonging or in any wise 
appertaining to the same by acts Bills Bonds Judgments or other wise 
howsoever and more Especially for use and in our behalf to & we demand 
arrest or restrains Impryson and Call too an accont John Owen of Virginia or 
Else where maintain for Negro boy named Willey formerly consigned too him 
by Rob' Minette deced which Negro gott gave to his hand and sold for thirty 
pounds which now are Intituled by Vertue of the Last will and testament of 
the Said Rob 1 and Intermaryage and to prosecute Such Suit or Suits to Effect 
and further if need be upon the Receipt or recovery of Such Negro or Sums of 
money from the Said John Owen to make and give in quittance or other Also 
which if charge in writting for the Same and further we do give and grant unto 
our Said attorney full power and authority in the premises too Substitute and 
beputs any other attorney or attorneys under him or use to and for our use and 
att his pleasure again too revoke the offers as he shall fanse and too do all 
things therein or Relating thereto as full ample and beneficiall manner for all 
Intents and purposes what soever as we our selves might or could doo if 
personally prese 1 Giving and by these pres' 5 granting unto our Said attorney 
full power and absolute authority in the premises, ratifying Confirming as 
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Valid and Substantial in Law or Equites what soever our Said Attorney Shall 
Lawfully do or all in or about the premises Every or any Part whereof I the 
Said John Williams and Rebecah have here unto Sett our hand and Seale this 
fifteen day of June one thousand Seven hundred and thirteen.

By 1710, Captain Thomas had at least two children and maybe three—Amy bom in 1701, 
John bom about 1707, and Penelope bom about 1710. It is not known where he was living before 
1708, but in that year he bought 150 acres from Richard Walpole. The land was in Martin’s 
Brandon Parish of Prince George County on the east side of Beriham Swamp. In 1720, Captain 
Thomas gave this land to John Scott, Jr. “for the natural love and affection he beareth the said 
John Scott Jun or for marying his daughter Amy” (Pr. Geo. DW 1713-28,145-46). 

John Hamlin and Thomas Harrison sold Captain Thomas 299 acres in July 1710 for 
fifteen pounds. The land was on “Ye Warrick Swamp below ye great meadow ” in Surry County 
and Southwark Parish. It had previously belonged to John Ruck. Captain Thomas also bought all 
the stock and household goods for 46 pounds. 

This Indenture made this 4th day of July in ye Ninth year of ye Reigne of our 
Lady Ann by ye grace of God of England Scotland France and Ireland Queen 
etc. in ye year of our Lord God One thousand Seven Hundred and ten 
Between Jno Hamlin and Tho Harrison of Westover Parish In Prince George 
County of ye one party and Thomas Goodyne of ye same Parish and County 
of the other party. Witnesseth That ye said Jno Hamlin and Tho Harrison for 
and In consideration of ye Sume of fifteen pounds Current money to him in 
hand payed by ye said Thos Goodyne at and before ye Ensealing & Delivery

being already In full and Peaceable Possession thereof by virtue of a Cause 
for ye Same made to ye said Jno Hamlin and Thos Harrison unto ye said 
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Thomas Goodyne bearing date ye day before ye date of these Presents and is 
bounded as followeth Beginning at a certain place called the mouth of 
Cotten’s Branch on ye main Swamp at ye water Course and runneth up the 
said branch to Joseph Perry’s Starting Line which Divides this land from ye 
said Perry’s Land so along ye said Perry’s Dividing Lines to ye Extents 
thereof and so along ye Severall Courses while it meets with ye place begun 
at according to ye Severall Deeds and Surveys makes appear ...

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Captain Thomas received a patent for 425 acres in Surry County on January 22, 1717 for 
the importation of nine persons. The land was on both sides of Warrick Swamp bounded by 
James Jones, John Mason, Robert Hunnicutt, and James Gee. Captain Thomas was living on this 
land when he died in 1731. In his will. Captain Thomas left half of the 425 acres to his wife, 
Mary, and half to his son, John. 


George etc. To all etc. Know ye that for diverse good causes and 
considerations but more especially for and in consideration of the Importation 
of nine persons to dwell within this our Colony and Dominion of Virginia 
whose names are Stephen Hartley: Kather.

then North Eighty degrees West nineteen poles to two Black oaks on a comer 
of John Masons land then by Mason’s lines North Eighty degrees west one 
hundred and twelve poles to a pine then North seventy five degrees West forty 
five Poles to a white oak by small branch side then down the course of the 
said branch to Cotten’s branch and down the run of Cottens branch to 
Warwick swamp aforesaid then down the various courses of the run of the 
Swamp a comer of James Gee and then by Gee’s line North by West one 
hundred and twenty eight poles to a red oak then North Seventy five degrees 
West forty seven poles to a red oak a line tree of Robert Hunnicuts land then 
by Hunnicuts line South twenty five degrees East ninety four poles to a white 
oak by the side of Warwick Swamp aforesaid and down the various courses of 
the run of the said Swamp to the beginning With all etc. To have hold etc. to 
be held etc. Yielding and Paying etc. provided etc. In witness etc. witness 
our trusty and welbeloved Alexander Spotswood our Lt. Governor etc. at 
Williamsburg under the Seal of our said Colony the twenty second day of 
January one thousand Seven hundred Seventeen in the fourth year of our reign

Captain Thomas gave power of attorney to Henry Harrison in August 1717.

things whatever which they or any of them now do or shall hereafter stand 
Indebted or have in their hands custody or possession to me the said Thomas 
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Goodwyn being belonging or in any wise appertaining whether by Bond, 
Note, Book, Debt and consignment or for or by any other ways or means 
soever Nothing excepted nor reserved, and to that end and with all and every 
person or persons whom it shall or may concern to audit and to view Settle 
and adjust with all audits and the Balance thereof to receive, Upon receiving 
to give one or more Discharges in Due form of Law, giving and hereby 
granting power unto my said Attorney to appoint one or more Attorneys as 
occasion shall require, and the same at his pleasure again to Disanule and 
revoak and 1 the sd Thomas Goodwyn do hereby promise and oblige my selfe 
my exors to ratify and confirm and hold for good and valid whatsoever my 
said attorney Shall authorize or do or cause to be done in and about the 
premises.

On November 22, 1717, Thomas Goodwyn brought suits against Joseph Smith and 
Cornelius Cargill and against Joseph Smith and Francis Mallory. 

In the Suit in Chancery Depending between Thomas Goodwyn, Comp 1 and 
Jos. Smith & Cornelius Cargill resond 1 the Complainant files a replication to 
the affaire of the respondt Cargill who has time till the next Court to consider 
the same. (Pr. Geo. OB 1714-20,159) 


In the Suit in Chancery brought by Thomas Goodwyn agnst Joseph Smith and 
Francis Mallory the Complt sets forth his Bill that the said Joseph Smith 
stands Indebted to him the Sum of five pounds current money and hath 
withdrawn and removed out of this Colony, that he cannot have relief by the 
ordinary cause of the Common Law and being informed that the Sd Francis 
Mallory hath in his hand the Estate of the sd Smith thereupon if said Jos. and 
the sd Mallory appearing files his answer upon oaths to the Complt Bill 
wherein he confesses that the said Joseph Smith in the Bill mentioned did 
leave in his hands and possession one small Shallop, one Silver spoon, one 
silver Snuff box, one old watch & Seal as a pledge or pawn until he the sd 
Joseph Smith Should satisfy or pay the sd Mallory the sum of Four pounds 
Six shillings & Six pence which he the sd Smith stands indebted unto him 
and failing to make any further pleas and the complainant having made oath 
that the sd sum of five pounds is justly due to him from the said Smith (as 
appears by certificate under the hand of Nath. Harrison Esq.) thereupon it is 
desired by the Court that upon the sd Complainant giving the sd Mallory 
security to Indemnify him against the sd Smith for so much the sd Goods be 
appraised by John Hamlin, Randel Platt, John Hardyman and William 
Fraughton Gent., or any three of them being first Sworn for that purpose, and 
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the surplusage or remainder or thereof (after the said Sum of ten pounds Six 
Shillings and six pence Due to the said Mallory be fully paid or so much of 
the sd Surplusage as will satisfie and pay the said Sum of five pounds & Costs 
to be paid & Delivered by the said Francis Mallory to the said Thomas 
Goodwyn for & toward the Discharge of his said Debt.

In July 1718, Captain Thomas was one of many making a complaint against Joseph 
Greenhill. Evidently, Greenhill left the county owing money to John Hatch, Drury Bolling, John 
Williamson, George Passmore, and Peter Wynne, as well as Captain Thomas. 

Thomas Goodwyn made a complaint that Joseph Greenhill Stands indebted to 
him by Bond Dated the 14th Day of July 1718 the Sum of Forty pounds 
current money and Set forth that said Joseph Greenhill hath unlawfully 
departed this County that the Ordinary process at Law could be Served on 
him, whereupon he by virtue of an attachment under the hand of one of his 
Majesty’s Justices for the County returnable to this hath caused part of the 
Estate of the said Greenhill to be attached for payment thereof Viz. A certain 
Sum of money in the hands of Mr. John Hardyman who is Summoned to 
render account thereof upon Oath and under the Surplusage one Negro man 
named Lembrick attached by George Pasmore and the said Greenhill being 
called and failing to appear to (illegible) the same and the said pit. making 
Oath to the said Sum as Justly due thereupon Judgment is granted him the 
said Joseph Greenhill for the said Sum and Costs to be leavied on the said 
Estate attached as aforesaid and the said John Hardyman who was summoned 
as aforesaid and willingly appears and Confessed to have in his hands of the 
said Greenhill’s Estate the Sum of twenty five pounds Current money there 
upon it is Ordered the said Hardyman pay the sum to the said Goodwyn 
towards the payment of the sd Goodwyn’s Judgment obtained agst the 
aforesaid Greenhill and it is further ordered that the said Goodwyn’s 
attachment against the Estate of the sd. Greenhill is continued in force till the 
next court assembled be (Pr. Geo. OB 1714-20, 207) 

Ordered that the SherrifF pay to Thomas Goodwyn (upon the appraisers make 
of the Negro of Joseph Greenhill attached by George Pasmore) the Surplusage 
of the money in the said Pasmore’s hands more than will pay his judgment 
obtained against Jos. Greenhill for Nineteen pounds & Costs provided the sd 
Surplusage do not exceed fifteen pounds and the costs of the said Goodwyns 
Judgment ag sl the said Jos. Greenhill. (Pr. Geo. OB 1714-20, 208) 

In 1720, William Wray sold 175 acres in Surry County to Capt. Thomas for twenty-five 
pounds. The land was on the South Side of Three Creeks and was bounded by Francis Mallory, 
dec’d, the Kings Land and Richard Acock. The deed was witnessed by Edward Goodrich, Arthur 
Kavanaugh and Marm(aduke) Johnson (Surry DW 1715-30, 341). John Goodwyn sold to 
William Shands in 1734, “one Certain tract or parcel of Land Containing one hundred & Seventy 
five acres lying and being on the South Side of Three Creeks in the County of Brunswick” for 
seventeen pounds five shillings (Brims. DW 1 1732-40, 225-27). This sale was requested by 
Captain Thomas in his will to pay his debts. 

John Scott, Jr., Amy’s husband, died in 1723 leaving Amy with a small son and an 
unborn child. Captain Thomas gave Amy and her son, Thomas Scott, four slaves to help them in 
her widowhood. 
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To All Whom it may concern, that I Thomas Goodwyn of Surry County 
Mariner for diverse good causes and consideration more especially for the 
Love and Affection I beareth my beloved Daughter Amy Scott, I make over 
all my rights and Titles to my daughter Amy Scott and her son Thomas Scott 
all my rights, Titles, which 1 have to a Negro boy called Will and to a Negro 
Woman called Bess and her two children to wit: Harry and Sary and all other 
her increase which shall hereafter be according to the use, intent and 
Limitations hereafter Expressly said and not otherwise that is to Say the 
Negro Bess and the three children & all other her increase to be especially 
divided between the said Amy Scott and her son Thomas Scott when the said 
Thomas Scott shall arrive to the age of Twenty One years and his part of the 
said Negro’s to be to the use of him said Thomas Scott and the heirs of his 
body Lawfully begotten, and for default of Such Issue to the Child the said 
Amy Scott now goes with and to the Heirs of the Body of that Child whether 
male or female and for default of Such Issue the said Negro’s do revert to the 
said Thomas Goodwyn or his heirs and the said Amy Scott’s part of the said 
Negro’s is to be her own proper use during her Natural Life and after her 
decease to the use of the said Thomas Scott her Son and the heirs of his body 
Lawfully begotten and for default of Such Issue to the Child the said Amy 
Scott now goes with and to the Heirs of the body of that Child whether male 
or female and for default of such Issue the said Negro’s to revert in form 
aforesaid that then this obligation be Void, otherwise to remain in full force & 
power

The will of Captain Thomas Goodwyn was dated February 7, 1730 and proved in Surry 
County on October 20, 1731. The will is badly deteriorated as are many of the Surry County 
documents of that period. Fortunately, many of the documents were transcribed before they 
became totally illegible. Captain Thomas left legacies to his wife, Maryland children, John, 
Penelope Taylor, Francis, William, and grandson, Thomas Goodwyn. Francis and William were 
not nineteen. Grandson Thomas Goodwyn was John’s son. Daughter Amy is not mentioned in 
the will, but she did have two prior deeds of gift. 

In the name of God. Amen. February ye seaventh in the year of our Lord 
Christ one thousand seaven hundred and thirty. I, Thomas Goodwyn, of the 
parish of Southwark, in the county of Surry, being sick and weak of body, but 
of perfect and disposing mind and memory, thanks be to God, do make and 
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ordain this my last will and testament, revoking all other wills and testaments 
by me hereunto made. 

Imprimis. My soul I resign to God that gave it, hoping for pardon and 
remission for all my sins through ye merits of Jesus Christ my Saviour; my 
body I commit to ye earth from whence it was taken, to be decently buried by 
my executors hereinafter named. 

My debts and fimnerall charges first paid and discharged. 

Item. 1 devise to my son John one half of all my land lying at Warreek, 
in the county of Surry, where I now lived, to him and his heirs forever, and 
one silver porranger markt T^. My will also is that my aforesaid son John 
sell my tract of land lying on the Three Creeks for the payment of my debts. 

Item. I devise to my loving wife Mary Goodwyn ye other half of my 
land lying at Warreek (missing). 

Item. I devise to my son Francis Goodwyn land in Prince George 
County (missing) 

Item. I devise to my son William land in Prince George County 
(missing) 

Should William dye before he comes to the age of nineteen years, then 
my will is that the land and negroes return to my son Francis and his heirs 
forever, and Please God they both should dye before they come to age 
nineteen years, that then my will is that my grandson Thomas Goodwyn shall 
possess the land and negroes, he and his heirs forever. 

Item. I devise to my daughter Pennellopy Taylor ye rent of my son 
Francis Goodwyn’s land til he comes to age of nineteen years. 

Item 1 devise to my loving wife Mary Goodwyn, my son Francis 
Goodwyn and my son William Goodwyn all my personal estate, to be equally 
divided to them and their heirs forever. 

Item. My will and desire is that my executors hereafter named take in 
possession my sons Francis and William and their estates till they come to ye 
age of nineteen years, and not be accountable for the profitts any other way 
than for maintenance and schooling, and when they come to age of nineteen 
years, they shall be paid their estates in specia, each their part. 

Item. I constitute and appoint my sons John Goodwyn and Francis 
Goodwyn my whole and soule executors of this my last will and testament.

Thomas’s wife, Mary, remarried soon after Thomas’s death. On November 21, 1733, 
Mary and her new husband, Samuel Deane, a carpenter, sold to her son, John, the land that was 
left to her by Captain Thomas. 

To all People to whom these presents shall come Samuel Deane of the County 
of Surry Carpenter and Mary his wife Send Greeting. Whereas the said 
Samuel and Mary stand Lawfully Seized and Possessed of the Moiety or One 
half of a Certain tract or parcell of Land Containing Four hundred & Thirty

At a court held for Prince George County on September 13, 1738, in the suit of George 
Gordon versus Samuel Dean for trespass, the court found in favor of the plaintiff. Samuel died 
about 1742. His inventory could not be found, but it is listed in the index of the Surry County 
Deed and Will Book 9. A Mary Deane received a patent for eighty acres on August 14, 1745. 
The land was on the north side of Fountain’s Creek in Brunswick County. Nothing else has been 
found concerning Mary. 
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CHAPTER II 
Amy Goodwyn Scott Eppes 

The name Amy has been used in the Goodwyn and related families for many generations. 
The first known Amy Goodwyn was [1] Amy, Captain Thomas’s daughter (see page 48 for 
descendant numbering system). She was bom in 1701, probably in Virginia and died in 1777 in 
Dinwiddle County, Virginia. In 1720, Amy married John Scott, Jr., son of John and Bethyer 
Scott of Prince George County. John had five sisters—Bridget, wife of Christopher Tatum, 
Emelia, wife of Nathaniel Tatum, Bethyer, wife of Philip Barrow, Boyce, wife of James Gee, and 
Elizabeth, wife of Samuel Chappell. John may have also had a brother, as John Sr. named a 
grandson John Scott in his will. 

On September 13, 1720, John Scott, Sr. of Weyenoke Parish gave his son, John, 221 
acres for love and affection in the same parish and county (Pr. Geo. DW 1713-28, 495). The land 
was granted to John Sr. in June 1714. In May 1721, Captain Thomas gave John 100 acres in 
Martin’s Brandon Parish in Prince George County “for natural love and affection he beareth John 
Scott, Jr., gained by marrying his daughter Amy.” The land was on the “east side of Bierham 
Swamp as appeareth in the deed from Richard Walpole to the said Thomas Goodwyn October 13 
1708” (Pr. Geo. DW 1713-28, 496). John received patents in 1722 for 180 acres on the both sides 
of Fountains Creek and the south side of the Meherrin River in Isle of Wight County, and 100 
acres on the north side of Fountains Creek (PB 11, 170). Thomas Scott sold this land to Peter 
Wyche in 1743 for 14 pounds (Bruns. DB 2, 383-85). Peter Wyche was the father of Ann 
Wyche, the wife of Col. Thomas Taylor, Drury Wyche, the second husband of Sarah Thomas 
Hopkins, and George Wyche (Meissner, 85-93). John received a patent after his death for 130 
acres on the South side of Fountain’s Creek. The patent was issued on July 7, 1726 (PB 12, 522). 

Amy and John Jr. had been married about three years and had one son, Thomas] when 
John Jr. died in 1723. Amy was expecting another child according to her father’s deed dated July 
10, 1724 and recorded October 13, 1724 in which he gave Amy and Thomas Scott four slaves 
(see page 7 for deed). The name of the unborn child is not known. The court ordered an 
inventory for the estate of John Scott, Jr. on January 23, 1723/24. The date of the inventory was 
May 4, 1724, and it was presented in Court by Amy, his administrator, on May 12, 1724. The 
estate was valued at £119.14. The estate included two slaves, a man named Jack, and a boy 
named Jamy valued together at £ 40, ten pewter spoons, six silver spoons and six forks, two 
pewter chamberpotts, one old punch bowl, two candlesticks and snuffers, a spinning wheel and 
spindle, a parcel of books, the half of 31 shoats and hoggs, 12 steers and cows, four yearlings and 
two calves, and a horse called Collar (Pr. Geo. DW 1713-28, 700-01). 

John Scott, Sr. died a short time after his son. His will was dated June 1 1724 and 
recorded June 9, 1724. 


...I give and Devise unto my Grandson Thomas Scott and his heirs forever 
my Mill and Ten acres of Land wherein it stands my wife Bethyer Scott to 
have half the profitts of the Mill during her widowhood. ...I do appoint my 
Son-in-law James Gee Executor of the Mill in Behalf of my Grandson 
Thomas Scott to be for his advantage and to have my Negroes to work upon 
the Mill whenever it wants repairing, until my wife Bethyer Scott either dyes 
or Marrys...My will and Desire is that my Son in Law James Gee shall bear 
half the charges in the Schooling of him the said Thomas Scott, if his mother

Another inventory of John Scott, Jr.’s estate was in done January 1725 and presented in 
Court on September 11, 1733 “by Isham Epes and Amey his wife administrix of the late John 
Scott (Pr. Geo. DW 1713-28, 566). Additional since the last inventory was the Negro boy 



Roger. An inventory for Bethyer Scott was presented in court by James Gee, Christopher Tatum, 
and Samuel Chappell her administrators on March 8, 1725. Her estate was valued at £ 89.7.4 (Pr. 
Geo. DW 1713-28, 862). On January 10, 1726/27, Amy recorded a bond to James Gee when he 
relinquished the management of the mill to Amy as Thomas Scott’s guardian. The bond was to 
protect James Gee from any liability arising from his operation of the mill. 

Know all Men by these presents That I Amy Scott of the County of Prince 
George widdow, am holden and firmly do Stand Bound unto James Gee of the 
County of Surry in the Sum of Three Hundred pounds Current money of 
Virginia, unto which payment will and truly be made unto the said James Gee 
his Executors and Administrators, I bind myself my heirs, Executors and 
Administrators. Witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and affixed my 
seal this thirtyeth Day of December in the year of our Lord, one Thousand and 
Seven Hundred, twenty six. 

The Condition of this obligation is such that whereas John Scott Late of 
the County of Prince George deed, by his Last Will and Testament in writing 
bearing Date the First Day of June in the year of our Lord One Thousand 
Seven hundred Twenty four, amongst other things did Devise unto his 
granson Thomas Scott, and his heirs for ever, his Mill and Ten Acres of Land 
thereto belonging and therein did appoint the above named James Gee 
Executor of the said Mill in behalf of his said granson, to act for his 
advantage, as by the said will may appear and whereas the said James Gee 
since the Death of the said John Scott, to wit, on the Ninth Day of June of the 
said year of our Lord, One Thousand Seven hundred twenty four did enter and 
take possession of the said Mill according to the power and authority therein 
given him by the said Will and in possession there of Continued untill the 
thirtyeth Day of December in the year of our Lord One Thousand Seven 
hundred and twenty six, and during that time received the profitts therefor, 
and for as much as the above bond Amy Scott is guardian to the aforesaid 
Thomas Scott and provided she is thereby Entitled to take into her Custody 
the said Mill to the uses of the said Thomas, notwithstanding the will 
aforesaid to the Contrary, hath to prevent any Question or Controversy 
thereof, and in Consideration of the said James Gee being willing to Surrender 
and yield up the possession to the said Mill unto her as guardian aforesaid, in 
a Quiet and peaceable manner, and Releasing all claims and Demands which 
he now hath or might hereafter have either against the said Thomas Scott or 
his guardian aforesaid, on account of any trouble. Service or Care whatsoever 
he hath been at or put to for and Concerning the said Mill, Dam and Flood 
gates or for any manner of Expenses or Disbursements by him Laid out about 
the same or any part thereof within the time aforesaid, agreed to permit and 
Suffer the said James Gee his Executors and Assigns, to have, receive and 
take to his and their own proper use and uses the Issues and Profitts of the 
said Mill, and every part thereof arriving due to her, from the Ninth Day of 
June, in the year of our Lord, One Thousand Seven hundred Twenty four, 
untill the Last Day of December in the year of our Lord One Thousand Seven 
hundred Twenty six without any manner of Law, Suit, trouble disturbance or 
Contradiction of the said Thomas Scott or the said Amy Scott, their or either 
of their heirs. Executors or Administrators or of any other person or persons 
whatsoever. If therefore the said Amy Scott, her heirs, Executors and 
administrators or any of them do and Shall from time to time and at all times 
hereafter freely and clearly acquit, exonerate and Discharge or otherwise upon 
request made well and Sufficiently save and keep harmless and indemnified 
the said James Gee his Executors and Administrators and every of them, and 
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all his & their Goods Chattels and Hereditaments and every part thereof, 
against all powers whatsoever of, for from, touching and concerning all and 
all manner of actions. Suits, quarrels. Costs Damages, Trouble and 
Incumberances whatsoever, which shall or may happen or arise come grow or 
be unto the said James Gee, his executors and Administrators for and by 
reason or reasons Surrendering and Yielding up the possession of the said 
Mill with the appurtenances unto the said Amy Scott or for or by reason or 
reasons of Receiving the Issues and profitts of the said Mill to his own use 
during the time aforesaid, or the Consideration within mentioned that then the 
within mentioned obligation to be void otherwise to remain and be in full 
force, power and virtue.

The next written Bond (Seald) from Amy Scott to James Gee was proved by 
the Oaths of Thomas Eldridge and Christopher Tatum Witness thereto and by 
order of the Court is truly recorded. 

Teste Wm Hamlin Cl Cur (Pr. Geo. DW 1713-28, 949-50) 

Amy was married to Isham Eppes by September 1733 when the additional inventory of 
John Scott, Jr. was presented in Court. Isham may have been the son of William Eppes, and his 
mother was probably a Worsham. The will of John Worsham of Henrico County, recorded 
October 1, 1729, named grandson Isham Eppes (Hall, 178). The name Eppes may be spelled in 
various ways even within the same family—Eppes, Epes, Epps, and Eps. 

Isham received a patent for 1,993 acres in Amelia County. One hundred and fifty acres 
had been granted to Isham on October 3, 1734, 400 had been granted on November 21, 1734, and 
the remainder was granted on July 10, 1745. Isham and Amy sold the 1,993 acres to Thomas 
Bowery on September 10, 1745 for 200 pounds (Amelia DB 2, 1742-47, 342). Isham was hired 
to build a church in Bristol Parish on the North side of Hatchers Run in 1738. He was paid £ 119 
(Chamberlayne, 89). Isham was a burgess for Prince George County (Stanard, 714), and in 1741, 
he was the sheriff in Prince George County (Chamberlayne, 106). Isham’s will was dated June 
17, 1760 and recorded in 1763. He died before March 1762 when his son, William, made his 
will. Isham left his estate to Amy, and after her death, it was to be divided among his sons Isham, 
Francis, William, and Frederick. Since most early records of Dinwiddie County were destroyed 
by Federal troops during the Civil War, the actual will does not exist, but is quoted in a court case 
of 1820, which survived (Browder, 9). According to the Dinwiddie Clerks Fee Book, in June 
1763, Francis was the executor for his father. The book stated that Isham had been the executor of 
the will of his son-in-law, William Worsham (Din. Fee Book, 152). There was a suit brought 
against John Worsham by Isham in Chesterfield County. The suit was abated in June 1762 due to 
the plaintiff s death (Chesterfield OB 3, 231). 

Amy applied to have her dower laid off in April 1763 (Din. Fee Book, 104). Amy’s 
obituary appeared in August 1777. “August 29, 1777 Mrs. Amey Eppes died at her home in 
Dinwiddie County in her 76th year” (Headly, 115). On June 9, 1789, the inventory of Mrs. Amey 
Eppes was recorded by Burwell Green, John Batt, and John Lewis. An estate sale was held in 
June 1789 (Pr. Geo. 1787-92, 269-71).

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[11] Thomas Scott sold land patented by his father to Peter Wyche in 1743 (Bruns. DB 2 
1740-45, 383-85). At that time, Thomas lived in Bath Parish of Prince George County, and the 
land was then in Brunswick County. He was a witness to the will of his half-brother, William 
Eppes, in 1762 and was the administrator for his half brother, Francis Eppes, in 1776. [15] 
William Eppes named Godchild, Thomas Scott, in his will. This may have been the son of [11] 
Thomas Scott.

[13] Isham Eppes is untraced. Major Isham Eppes of Prince George County was living 
in 1779 (Stanard, 715). 

* 

[14] Francis Eppes died in 1776. Francis was a Lieutenant in the French and Indian 
War, a Major in the First Virginia Regiment in 1775, and a Colonel in the Second Virginia 
Regiment in 1776. His obituary appeared in the Virginia Gazette on December 27, 1776. 
“Eppes, Francis Esq. Col. of 2nd regiment of the Virginia Forces died in the prime of his life at 
his own home in Dinwiddie County on 20 December. His administrator Thomas Scott who will 
sell all of his personal effects including some valuable horses among which is the beautiful high 
bred Mercury” (Headly, 115). Francis had one daughter, Elizabeth Hill Eppes, who married 
Thomas Woodlief in July 1777. They had one son Francis Eppes Woodlief (Browder, 13).

[15] William Eppes and [16] Frederick Eppes died without issue. Frederick died 
intestate. William’s will was dated March 4, 1762. He left legacies to his mother, his brothers, 
his sister, Amy Worsham, and his Godchildren, Thomas Scott and Martha Eppes. The will stated 
that the land and the money he left had been devised to him by his father. The executors were his 
brothers, Isham and Francis. The will was presented at April Court 1762 in Dinwiddie County by 
Francis Eppes, and proved by the oaths of the witnesses Thomas Scott and James Eppes. 
William’s brother, Isham, refused to be an executor.

[17] Amy Eppes married William Worsham, the son of William and Lucy Eppes 
Worsham. William died in 1753, leaving his estate to his wife and daughter, Elizabeth Eppes 
Worsham. His father-in-law, Isham Eppes, was the executor (Chesterfield WB 1, 85). 
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CHAPTER III 
John Goodwyn 

[2] John Goodwyn was bom about 1707, probably in Virginia, and died about 1776 in 
South Carolina. He married Winifred Tucker, daughter of Joseph and Martha Coleson Tucker, 
about 1725. Winifred was bom September 20, 1710 and died May 4, 1758. 

According to Joseph Tucker’s Bible (DAR Collection), Winifred had nine brothers and 
sisters—Joseph bom in 1707, Martha in 1716, Isaac in 1718, Robert in 1720, John in 1724, Wood 
in 1726, David in 1729, and Benjamin in 1734. Joseph married Lucretia Wynne. Robert’s wife 
was named Dinah, and the births of their children were recorded in the APR. David married 
Athalia Keziah Hunt (Bently, 158). Wood Tucker married Milly Harper and moved to South 
Carolina. Wood received a land grant near McCord’s Ferry Road in 1771 (Green, 81). Wood’s 
will was dated February 8, 1781 and recorded May 7, 1784 (Green, 215). He left legacies to 
Milly and children, David, Robert, Wood, and Lucy. 

John and Winifred had ten children. Their oldest son, Thomas, was bom about 1726 and 
was left a legacy in Captain Thomas’s will in 1731. Jesse was bom about 1727, and Joseph about 
1728. Thomas Mitchell’s Bible gives the birth date of John’s daughter, Amy, as August 31, 1732 
(Thomas Mitchell, 127). Boswell was bom about 1735. The birth dates, christening dates, and 
Godparents of their other five children were recorded in the APR. 

No Godparents or christening date were given for Robert, who was bom on March 15, 
1739. James was bom on August 16, 1741 and christened on March 8, 1742. His Godparents 
were his older brother Thomas, Joshua Tatum, and Hannah Cocke. William was bom on January 
24, 1745/46. His Godparents were William Clark, his uncle William Goodwyn, and Hannah 
Goodwyn. Francis was bom November 7, 1749 and christened June 17, 1750 with Godparents 
Thomas and Martha Eldridge, and John Rives. Martha was John and Winifred’s youngest child. 
She was bom on January 15, 1752 and was christened on April 12, 1753 as Patty Poythress. Her 
Godparents were Peter and Elizabeth Poythress, and Anne Mitchell (Richards, 64, 79, 105, 29, 
58). Martha was named in her father’s will as either Martha Bushel or Martha Rusell. She has 
not been traced. The APR also recorded the birth of John’s slave, Holland, a male bom on 
January 23, 1745/46 (Richards, 169). In his will dated October 1775, John left Holland to his 
son, Boswell. 

In 1728, John bought 100 acres in Prince George County from Charles Holloway. The 
land was bounded by Myery Meadow. Two of the witnesses to the deed were Capt. Thomas 
Goodwyn and Thomas Taylor, Jr., John’s brother-in-law. The deed was recorded May 14, 1728 
(Pr. Geo. DW 1713-28, 1099). 

John was left half of 425 acres by his father in 1731, and he bought the other half in 1733 
from Samuel and Mary Deane (see page 10 for deed). John added to this land in a patent dated 
December 1, 1748. In this patent, John received 765 acres never before granted as well as the 
425 acres that had been granted to Thomas Goodwyn “by letter Patent bearing date the twenty 
second day of January one thousand seven hundred and seventeen." This gave John a total of 
1,190 acres. The land was in Surry County, on both sides of the main road from Cookes Bridge 
to the Nottoway River (PB 27, 81-83). 

In 1751, John sold 382 of these acres to James Gee for ten pounds. When Sussex County 
was created from Surry County in 1754, John’s land became part of that county. John and 
Winifred sold the remaining 808 acres of their Sussex land to their son Thomas for 250 pounds in 
1754. 


TTiis Indenture made the Eighth Day of July in the year of our Lord one 
thousand Seven hundred and fifty four Between John Goodwynne and 
Winefred his wife of the County of Sussex of the one part and Thomas 
Goodwynne of the County of Dinwiddie of the other part Witnesseth that the 
said John Goodwynne and Winefred his wife for and in consideration of the 
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Sum of Two hundred and fifty pounds Current money of Virginia to them or 
one of them in hand paid at and before the ensealing and Delivery hereof the 
Receipt whereof he the said John Goodwynne doth acknowledge, they the 
said John Goodwynne and Winefred his wife do by these presents Grant 
bargain & Sell Alien Enfeoff & Confirm have Granted bargained and sold 
Aliened Enfeoffed & Confirmed to the said Thomas Goodwynne his heirs and 
assigns forever one certain Tract or parcel of Land containing Eight hundred 
and Eight Acres be the same more or less Situate lying and being on both 
sides of Warrick Swamp in the parish of Albemarle in the County of Sussex 
being the Tract of Land and Plantation whereon the said John Goodwynne 
now lives & is part of a tract or parcell of Land granted unto the sd John 
Goodwynne by letter of patent bearing date at Williamsburg the first day of 
December in the year of our Lord one thousand Seven hundred and fifty eight 
(This is an error in the deed The year is 1748.) in the twenty second year 
of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord King George the Second & the 
Reversions & Reversions Remainder and Remainders Rent and Services of 
the said premises and of Every part thereof and all the Estate Right Title 
Interest claim and demand may whatsoever of them the said John Goodwynne 
and Winefred his wife of and in the said Lands & Premises and every part 
thereof... (Sussex DB A, 19-20) 

On June 1, 1740, John received a patent for 780 acres on the branches of Mortar and 
Stoney Creeks, and adjoining the lines of Captain Richard Taylor and Isaac Tucker (PB 19, 692- 
93). John increased the acreage to 1,503 acres in a patent issued on January 12, 1746 (PB 25, 
359-62). John received a patent for 69 acres in April 1753. The land was in Prince George 
County on the south side of Stoney Creek (PB 32, 69-70). John added 114 acres to his plantation 
in August 1760. This land was in Dinwiddie County between Stoney and Saponey Creeks 
bounded by his own line. John left this 114 acres to his son, Joseph. 

John’s son, Jesse, received a patent for 250 acres in South Carolina in 1758. John’s other 
sons, Boswell, Francis, and Robert, received land grants in South Carolina in the spring and 
summer of 1765. This land was near the town of Saxe Gotha in what is now Richland County. 
Boswell did not remain in South Carolina, but returned to Virginia. John received a land grant in 
South Carolina for 100 acres in 1770. Winifred died May 4, 1758, probably before John moved 
to South Carolina. According to his will, John’s wife was named Lucy. It was thought that 
John’s second wife was Lucy Epps because the name Epps was used so often in the family 
(Goodwin, 603). No proof of this has been found. William’s family also used the name Epps. 
The Eppes (Epps) family was well known in Virginia. Perhaps the name was used in honor of [1] 
Amy or some other relative or friend. 

John must not have been in South Carolina very long before his death. He requested in 
his will that a house be built for Lucy. John’s will was dated October 5, 1775, and there is no 
recorded date. John left bequests to all of his children except three—Jesse who died in 1767, 
Amy who died in 1773, and Thomas. Thomas’s death date is not known.

In the Name of God Amen I John Goodwyn of Craven County and province 
aforesaid being very sick and week in Body but of perfect mind and Memory 
& knowing it is appointed unto all men once to die, do make & ordain this my 
last Will & Testament, that is to Say, Principally & first of all I Recommend 
my Soul into the hands of Almighty God that gave it, and my body I 
recommend to the Earth to be Buried in decent Christian Burial at the 
Discretion of my Executors & as touching such worldly Estate wherewith it 
has pleased God to Bless me in this life, I Give, devise & dispose, of the same 
in the following manner & form Imprimis it is my will that all my Just Debts

& funeral Charges be first be paid Item It is my Will & pleasure that my 
Beloved Wife Lucy Goodwyn shall have & enjoy during her natural life, Two 
hundred Acres of Land, being part of a tract of Six hundred Acres Originally 
Granted to Robert Goodwyn, & to be laid off at her own discretion or the 
discretion of Francis Goodwyn, Item I will that a sum of Money be Raised 
out of my Estate Sufficient to Build a Good Frame House, Twenty feet by 
twelve on the aforesaid two hundred acres of Land for the use of my Beloved 
Wife Lucy Goodwyn during her Life, Item I give, devise and Bequeath those 
my three Negroes to wit, Moll, Jenny and Rachel to my beloved Wife Lucy 
Goodwyn & to her heirs & assigns forever Item it is my Will & pleasure that 
the sum of Four hundred pounds be raised out of my Estate to Buy a Negro 
fellow for the use of my Beloved Wife Lucy Goodwyn during her natural life, 
& then to be sold & the money Equally divided between all my Children Item 
I give and Bequeath to my beloved Wife Lucy Goodwyn one Feather Bed and 
furniture One Cow & Calf and One Horse, to be her Choice of what I have 
Item at my wifes decease I give devise & bequeath all the aforesaid tract of 
Two hundred Acres of Land to my beloved Son William Goodwyn & to his 
heirs & Assigns forever Item I give devise & Bequeath all the remaining part 
of the said tract to my Grand Son Howell Goodwyn and to his heirs & 
Assigns forever Item I Give devise & Bequeath a Certain tract of land 
containing One hundred & Fourteen Acres Situate in Dinwiddee County and 
Colony of Virginia to my Beloved Son Joseph Goodwyn and to his heirs & 
Assigns forever Item I Give and Bequeath to my Beloved Son Joseph 
Goodwyn and to his heirs and Assigns forever, all those my Negroes to wit 
Roger, Dick, & Bob Item 1 give and Bequeath to my beloved Son Boswell 
Goodwyn, and to his heirs and assigns forever, all those my Negroes to wit 
Wall, Prince & Hollon Item I give and Bequeath to my Beloved Son Robert 
Goodwyn, and to his heirs and Assigns forever, all those my Negroes to wit 
Tom, Abram, Sapponey, Moll & Hannah, Item I give and Bequeath to my 
Beloved Son James Goodwyn and to his heirs and Assigns forever, all those 
my Negroes to wit, Strumbelow, Charles & Kate Item I give and bequeath to 
my Beloved Son William Goodwyn and to his heirs & Assigns forever, all 
those my Negroes to wit Lynn, York, John & Jack Item 1 give & Bequeath to 
my Beloved Son Francis Goodwyn & to his heirs and assigns forever all those 
my negroes to wit Gib, Booker, & Nanny Item I give and Bequeath to my 
Beloved daughter Martha Russel and to her heirs and Assigns forever, those 
my Negroes Robin & Little Charles Item it is my will and pleasure that all 
those my Negroes which I have heretofore Given to any of my Children shall 
be and remain the property of them and their respective heirs and assigns 
forever And I do hereby nominate Constitute and appoint my Beloved Sons 
Robert Goodwyn, Boswell Goodwyn and Francis Goodwyn Executors to this 
my last Will and Testament, hereby disannulling, revoking & making void all 
former and other Wills by me heretofore made. Declaring this to be my only 
Last Will and Testament Contained on One Sheet in Witness whereof I the 
said John Goodwyn have hereunto set my hand and Seal this fifth day of 
October in the year of Our Lord 1775

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[21] Thomas Goodwyn was bom about 1726 in Surry County. He married Hannah 
Cook, daughter of William and Elizabeth Cook of Surry County. Thomas is named in Captain 
Thomas’s will dated October 1731. “If sons William and Francis both should dye before they 
come to the age of nineteen years, then it is my will that my granson Thomas Goodwyn shall 
possess the land and negroes, he and his heirs forever” (Surry DW 1730-38, 135-36). In August 
1741, Thomas was a Godparent for his brother, James. The other Godparents were Josh Tatum 
and Hannah Cocke (Richards, 105). Hannah may be Hannah Cook his future wife, although a 
Hannah Cocke was also living in the parish. On September 21, 1743, Thomas was a Godparent 
for Sarah Jones, the daughter of David and Suzannah Jones. Sarah’s Godmothers were Hannah 
and Elizabeth Cook. Thomas must have married Hannah Cook sometime after 1743. 

Thomas began acquiring land in 1753. He received a patent on April 23, 1753 for 163 
acres in Prince George County on the South side of Mortar Branch “beginning at John Goodwin’s 
comer” and adjoining Isaac Tucker, and John Williams (PB 32, 67-8). He paid seventy shillings 
for this land. Thomas bought the plantation where his parents were living in July 1754, when 
John and Winifred moved to Dinwiddie County. The land consisted of 808 acres cm both sides of 
Warrick Swamp in Albemarle Parish, Sussex County, and cost 250 pounds (see page 16 for 
deed). 

For the next few years, Thomas was active in Sussex County activities. In 1754 and 
1755, he witnessed several deeds and served on juries (Sussex OB 1754-1801, 288, 417, 465). 
Thomas was appointed surveyor of “Goodwin’s Road in the room of John Goodwin who is 
discharged from that office” (Sussex OB 1754-1801, 257). The appointment was from January 
1755 to February 1756. In May 1755, the Sussex court reported that the undertaker of Warrick 
Bridge by Thomas Goodwyn’s had not kept the bridge in repair (Sussex OB 1754-1801, 257). 
Thomas was the security for his uncle, David Tucker, and Athalia Keziah Hunt, a widow, at their 
marriage on November 24, 1759 in Sussex County (Bently, 158). 

Thomas and Hannah sold the 808 acres in Sussex County, where they were living, to 
John Ogbum in February 1757 (Sussex DB A, 203). Thomas received two patents in Dinwiddie 
County on September 28, 1758 (PB 33, V. 2, 496). One was for 71 acres on both sides of the 
Rockey Run of Stony Creek and the other was for 80 acres on the north side of the Reedy Branch. 
Thomas bought 100 acres in Prince George County in March 1760 from John Williams for 45 
pounds (Pr Geo. DW 1759-60, 156). In 1764, Thomas received a patent for 100 acres in Prince 
George County, adjoining William Eldridge’s land, Thomas and Hannah of Dinwiddie County 
sold this land in October 1765 to William Shands for 100 pounds (Sussex DW B, 261). 

The will of Hannah’s father, William Cook, was dated November 8, 1764 and proved 
December 20, 1764 in Sussex County (Sussex WB B, 17). In the will he named his daughter, 
Hannah Goodwyn. In June 1765, the inventory of Elizabeth Cook, Hannah’s mother, was 
presented to the court by Thomas Goodwyn, the administrator (Sussex WB B, 50). Thomas was 
named in his brother Jesse’s will in 1767, but not in his father’s will in 1775. Since his father’s 
will named all of his known living children, it may be that Thomas died before 1775. Hannah 
was paying property tax in Dinwiddie County until 1793. In the list of tithes & taxable property 
for 10 April 1782, Hannah was listed as having no white males, three slaves over 16, three slaves 
underage, five horses, and 12 head of cattle (VA Tax, 57). In 1789, there is a record of a deed of 
gift from Hannah to Boswell. From 1789 to 1791 she was taxed on 1,018 acres. In 1792, 100 
acres have been conveyed to Joseph Goodwyn, and in 1793, Hannah owned 868 acres. Fifty 
acres had been conveyed to James Childs (Hughes Land, 83). Also in the 1793 personality 
property tax rolls, Boswell Goodwyn, Jr. was living with Hannah. Boswell, Jr. may have been 
the son of Hannah’s brother-in-law, Boswell, or he may have been her son. 

Thomas and Hannah had at least one child—[211] Jesse. Jesse was bom about 1755 and 
died in 1792. He moved to South Carolina and married Keziah Goodwyn, his first cousin once 
removed, the daughter of his great-uncle [5] William Goodwyn. Jesse is discussed with Keziah 
on page 42.

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[22] Jesse Goodwyn was bom about 1727 in Virginia. He moved to South Carolina 
about 1758 and died there in 1767. In January 1745/46, Jesse was a Godfather for Jesse Gee, son 
of Captain Charles and Bridget Nevill Gee (Richards, 211). The other Godparents were William 
Gee, the baby’s brother, and Mary Chappell. Jesse, his father, and his brother, Joseph, witnessed 
the deed of David Jones to William Cook on August 19, 1751 (Surry DW 1734-55, 270). Jesse 
was the first of the Goodwyn family to receive a land grant in what is now Richland County, 
South Carolina. On August 19, 1758, Jesse received 250 acres on the low grounds opposite Saxe- 
Gotha. He received 200 acres on Cedar Creek in September 1763, and 300 acres on Tararara 
Branch in December 1764 (Green, 69). According to his will, he owned many other tracts of 
land. 

Jesse married Martha Raiford, daughter of Philip Raiford, and had one child, Martha 
Epps Goodwyn. Jesse’s will was dated May 11, 1767, and was recorded June 9, 1767. The will 
named his wife, Martha, and daughter, Martha Epps Goodwyn, who was underage. If his 
daughter should die before she became 14, then her portion of the land was to go to his nephews, 
Howell and William, sons of his brother, Robert. Also, if his daughter died within seven years 
without issue, then each of his brothers, Thomas, Joseph, Boswell, Robert, James, and Francis, 
was to have one of the slaves left to her. For some reason, his will named all of his brothers 
except William. He also left a slave to Philip Pearson, son of his wife’s sister, Mary. His 
executors were Philip Pearson, Isaac Raiford, and his brother, Robert. Martha was the executrix. 

South Carolina 

In the Name of God Amen, I Jesse Goodwyn of the Congaree in Craven 
County and Province aforesaid, Planter, Being very sick and weak in Body, 

But of Sound mind and Memory Blessed be God for the same, but 
considering the uncertainties of the Transitory Life, and knowing that it is 
appointed For all Men once to die, do make and ordain this to be my Last Will 
and Testament in manner and form following Impris I Recommend my Soul 
unto the Hands of Almighty God who gave it and my Body to y° ground to be 
decently buried by my Executors hereafter Named, Item it is my will that all 
my just debts and Funeral Charges be first paid and then, Item I give devise 
and bequeath unto my Beloved Wife Martha Goodwyn and to her heirs and 
assigns forever. Two Tracts of Land Situate on the N° side of the Santee River 
in the Low Grounds of the said River and Contain in the whole and make 
Three hundred and forty seven acres, which said Two Tracts were run out and 
Granted to my said wife during the time she remained a widow. Item I give 
and bequeath unto my said Beloved Wife, Three several Tracts of Land 
Situate on Cedar Creek, which contain in the whole and make seven hundred 
acres, granted to me the Testator. Item I give and bequeath unto my said wife 
Martha Goodwyn a certain Bond of Doct' Benjamin Farar bearing date the 
12th day of November Anno domini 1766 for the performance of a sufficient 
Title in Law to all that parcel of Land Containing four hundred acres being 
the Northernmost End of a Tract of Nine hundred acres of Land Originally 
Granted to William Mazyck Situate on Cedar Creek. Item I give devise and 
bequeath unto my said beloved wife Martha Goodwyn these my eight 
Negroes named Sabinah, Mingo, Venus, Jupiter, Jenny, Dover, Daphaney and 
Asly, together with the future Issue and Increase of the said Female Slaves. 

Item I give and bequeath unto my said wife Two Feather Beds. Item I give 
devise and bequeath unto my beloved daughter Martha Epps Goodwyn and to 
the heirs of her Body Lawfully begotten, the plantation whereon I now live 
which I purchased of Isaac Raiford containing Five hundred and fifty acres 
and another Tract of Land adjoining the same containing three hundred acres 
and was Granted to me the Testator, and also give to my said daughter Martha 
Epps Goodwyn, an other Tract of Land containing Two hundred Acres Situate

Tarararah and Granted to me the Testator Item I give and bequeath unto my 
said daughter these my Negroe Slaves named Neptune, Oxford and Holland 
men, Rachel, Philoday and Nann women, Boston, Paymore, March, Peter and 
Tumore Boys Nelly, Penny, Hannah and Rhoda Girls. Together with the 
Increase of the said Female Slaves. Item I give and bequeath unto my beloved 
daughter two Feather Beds, but if my said daughter Martha Epps Goodwyn 
shall die under age or without Issue of her Body Lawfully begotten, that then 
and in such case, it is my will and pleasure that Howell Goodwyn, Robert 
Goodwyns second son shall have the plantation whereon I now live which 
contains Five hundred and fifty acres of Land, and also a tract of Land of 
Three hundred Acres, adjoining the same as aforementioned and willed. Item 
I give devise and bequeath unto William Goodwyn Robert Goodwyn Eldest 
Son at the death of my daughter Martha Epps Goodwyn if without issue of her 
Body as aforesaid One Tract of Land of Two hundred Acres Situate on 
Tarararah as aforesaid. And also if my said Daughter Martha Epps Goodwyn 
shall Expire or die without Issue as aforesaid within y e space of Seven years 
from this date that then and in such Case it is my will that each of my 
Brothers Namely Thomas Goodwyn, Joseph Goodwyn, Boswell Goodwyn, 
Robert Goodwyn, James Goodwyn and Francis Goodwyn shall have one 
Negroe a piece to be had at the Expiration of the Term aforesaid. Also if my 
said daughter shall die within the space and as aforesaid that then and in such 
Case it is my will and pleasure that my beloved Friend Philip Pearson should 
have Two Negroes, to be had when my said Daughter expires. Item I give and 
bequeath in case my daughter should die within the Term aforesaid unto 
Martha Goodwyn all the remaining part of my said daughter’s Estate, both 
real and personal excepting the Legacies aforementioned. Item it is my will 
that the plantation whereon I now live which I have willed to my Beloved 
daughter Martha Epps Goodwyn, should remain in the possession and at the 
disposal of my Beloved wife Martha Goodwyn untill my said daughter arrives 
to the age of Fourteen, or if she deceases within the Term, then to be and 
remain in the possession, or at the disposal of my said wife until Howell 
Goodwyn comes of age. Item it is further my will and pleasure that the above 
mentioned Negroes which 1 have willed to my daughter Martha Epps 
Goodwyn, should be and remain in the possession and care of my wife 
Martha Goodwyn the term of Seven Years or until my said daughter Marrys. 
Item it is my will that all the rest of my whole Estate Both Real and personal 
be sold and if there should be any thing left after all my Lawfull debts are 
paid that whatever is remaining should be equally divided between my wife 
Martha Goodwyn and my daughter Martha Epps Goodwyn. And it is my will 
that my executors hereafter Named or so many of them as shall take upon 
them the Burden of the Execution of this my will shall be Guardian of the 
person and Estate of my daughter Martha Epps Goodwyn. And I do hereby 
Nominate Constitute and appoint my Beloved wife Martha Goodwyn 
Executrix to this my Last Will and Testament and also my Beloved friends 
Robert Goodwyn, Isaac Raiford and Philip Pearson Executors, Hereby 
disannulling and making void all former and other wills by me heretofore 
made, declaring this to be my only Last Will and Testament Contained on two 
sheets. In witness where of I have to the first and Second set my hand and on 
the other side of the second sheet my hand and Seal this Eleventh day of May 
in the year of our Lord One Thousand seven hundred and Sixty Seven.

Qualified Martha Goodwyn Isaac Raiford and Philip Pearson Executors of the 
said will (Charleston Wills, Vol. RR, 39 - 41). 

Martha did not remarry. On July 12, 1771 she received a land patent for 300 acres near 
James Bell, Philip Pearson, Henry Pritchard and Richard Bell (Green, 69). Martha’s will was 
dated January 31, 1772 (SC Wills, Vol. 17, 1774-79, 767-70). There is no recorded date. 

[221] Martha Epps Goodwyn, Jesse’s only child, married Malachi Howell, the son of 
Thomas and Grace Howell, sometime after 1777. In the will of [26] Robert Goodwyn, dated 
October 8, 1777 and proved April 16, 1785, he left his riding chair to his “beloved niece Martha 
Epps Goodwyn” (SC Archives film c9247, 977). Malachi died in 1782 intestate. Martha and 
Thomas Howell, Malachi’s brother, were appointed the administrators (Green, 215). Martha 
remarried soon after Malachi’s death. In January 1783, Wade Hampton sold Malachi’s property 
in the right of his wife Martha Epps Hampton (Green, 215). Martha died May 22, 1784 leaving 
only one child, Jesse Malachi Howell.

[23] Joseph Goodwyn was bom about 1728 in Surry County and died in 1799 in 
Dinwiddie County. He married Martha Thweatt, daughter of John and Judith Peterson Thweatt 
(Smith Thweatt, 169). Martha was bom October 31, 1731 (Chamberlayne, 375). They had nine 
children—Peterson, Jacob, Amy, Braddock, Mary, John, Martha, Esau, and Joseph. 

Joseph was a Godfather for Henry Cook, the son of William and Elizabeth Cook in 
February 1749 (Richards, 38). In April 1751, Joseph witnessed the deed of Thomas Eldridge to 
Dr. John Hay, and in August, Joseph, his brother, Jesse, and his father witnessed the deed of 
David Jones to William Cook (Suny DB 1734-55, 270). The personal property tax list of 
Dinwiddie County in 1782 listed Joseph as having one free male, six Negroes over 16, eight 
underage, three horses, 30 head of cattle and one carriage. Supposedly, Joseph studied medicine 
at the University of Edinburgh (Hopkins L., 211). This may be a family legend, as there is no 
evidence in the Virginia records to verify this. 

In 1788, Joseph, his wife, Martha, and his brother, Boswell, sold land in Greensville 
County to his son, Esau, and Boswell’s son, Armistead (Greens. DB 2, 606-08). Esau and 
Armistead each paid 200 pounds and received 243 acres on the south side of the Nottoway River. 

Martha died before Joseph. In 1794, Joseph married Jane Robertson, a widow (Knorr, 
28). Joseph died in 1799. 

[231] Peterson was Joseph’s most successful child. He was bom in 1746 and died on 
February 21, 1818 in Dinwiddie County. Before 1776, Peterson married Elizabeth Peterson, the 
daughter of Peter and Lucy Osborne Peterson. He studied law and was admitted to the bar in 
1776. He equipped his own men and went with Joseph Jones, who later became a general, to 
fight at the battle of Smithfield (Jones, 228). He was a member of the Virginia House of 
Delegates from 1789 to 1803, and the United States Congress from 1803 until his death. His 
obituary appeared on Thursday February 26, 1818. “Died in Petersburg on Saturday, February 
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21, the Hon. Peterson Goodwyn, for many years a Representative in Congress” (Headly, film 
320, 3 Library of Virginia).

[24] Amy Goodwyn Mitchell Raines was bom August 31, 1732 in Surry County, 
Virginia. In December 1746, Amy was the Godmother for Rebecca Rives, the daughter of John 
and Sara Rives (Richards, 66). Elizabeth Tatum and Thomas Mitchell were the other Godparents. 
Amy married Thomas Mitchell, a physician, in March 1747. Thomas, the son of Henry and 
Tabitha Branch Mitchell of Sussex County, was bom on August 3, 1722. Amy and Thomas were 
married fifteen years and had at least seven children. The births of three children and one slave 
were recorded in the APR —Thomas, bom on March 17, 1749/50, Tabitha bom on October 31, 
1751, Winny bom on January 25, 1754, and the slave, Charles, christened on May 7, 1758 
(Richards, 74, 235, 190). Amy’s other Mitchell children were John bom in 1748, Thomas 
Goodwyn bom in 1756, James bom in 1759, and Henry bora in 1761. A probable son, Richard, 
was bom about 1762. 

Thomas Mitchell died in 1762. His will was dated October 20, 1761 and proved March 
18, 1762. Amy married again the same year. According to the marriage records of Sussex 
County, John Raines and Amy Mitchell, widow, were married on October 5, 1762 with Nathaniel 
Mitchell as security (Bently, 581). John Raines, bom July 5, 1726, was the son of Thomas and 
Elizabeth Burge Raines of Prince George County (Chamberlayne, 357). John lived in Bristol 
Parish, Prince George County. He was a processioner with John Burge in 1751 and 1754, and 
with Thomas Bonner in 1760. He was paid £ 9 for repairing the Jones Hole Church in 1771 
(Chamberlayne, 181). Amy and John had four children—Thomas bom in 1763, Robert bom in 
1766, Cadwaller bom in 1768, and Amy Goodwyn bom in 1773. The births of Thomas and Amy 
and the slave, Jeany, bom in 1764 were recorded in the APR (Richards, 138, 269, 355). 

Amy and John’s mother both died in 1773. “Amy Wife of John Raines d. Jan. 14, 1773 i. 
John Raines In childbed.” “Elisabeth Mother of Ditto d. Feb. 8, 1773 i. John Raines” (Richards, 
324). The child bom January 14, 1773 was Amy Goodwyn Raines. She was christened February 
10 with no Godparents (Richards, 269). 

Most of Amy’s children, both Mitchell and Raines, moved to Georgia and Alabama. The 
History of Hancock County, Georgia by Elizabeth Smith, The Mitchell Genealogy by W. A. 
Mitchell, and Thomas Mitchell’s Bible give more information about this family. John Raines 
died in 1788 in Georgia. 

* 

[25] Boswell Goodwyn was bom about 1735. He was named in his brother Jesse’s will 
in 1767, and in his father’s will in 1776. There is some confusion about Boswell’s children. The 
names of his children are from the Dinwiddie personality tax rolls (Hughes Data, 77). He 
received 100 acres in South Carolina in 1765 (Green, 69). He did not stay in South Carolina. In 
August 1770, Boswell was listed in the estate sale of William Moore in Sussex County, Virginia 
(Sussex DB B, 246). Boswell was paid by Bristol Parish for keeping Robert Elder in 1775 and 
1780 (Chamberlayne, 253, 261). By 1780, he owned land in Prince George County bounding on 
the land of William Call (PB B, 448-50). The personal property tax list of Dinwiddie County in 
1782 showed Boswell with three white males over 16, three negroes over 16, three under 16, six 
horses, and 10 head of cattle. The white males were Boswell and his sons, Stephen and 
Armistead. In 1784, Stephen was still living with Boswell. In 1799, Turner Meanly was living 
with Boswell, and in 1804, a Jesse Goodwyn was living with him. Jesse may have been a 
grandson. Boswell Jr. was living with Hannah Goodwyn in 1793. He may have been Boswell’s 
son. 

In 1786 and 1789, Boswell was living with Stith Hardaway. Stith was married to Sally 
Goodwyn, who may have been Boswell’s daughter. Their son, Thomas Goodwyn Hardaway, 
was married to Holly Goodwyn. Holly died in 1845 in Petersburg. 

Boswell, Joseph, and Joseph’s wife, Martha, sold 243 acres each to Esau and Armistead 
on October 6, 1788. The deed was recorded in Greensville County at April Court, 1800 (Greens. 
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DB 2, 606-08). In December 1788, Boswell married Margaret Elliott (Hughes Marriage, 62). 
This may have been a second marriage, or perhaps it was Boswell Jr.’s marriage. 

Boswell died about 1812. The Dinwiddie tax records show that his estate was divided 
among John T. Goodwyn, Thomas G. Hardaway, and Martin Abernathy in the rights of their 
wives, Harriet, Holly and another daughter (Smith Thweatt, 172). Boswell Jr. died about 1814 
according to the tax records, and Stephen died about 1813 (Hughes Land, 83-4). 

* 

(26) Robert Goodwyn, bom March 13, 1739 in Albemarle Parish (Richards, 64), 
received his first land grant in South Carolina in May 1765. The grant was for 450 acres on 
Cedar Creek bounded by the land of his brother Jesse. He received 200 acres in July 1763, 
adjoining the land of his brother, Boswell. He acquired more land in 1770 and 1773 (Green, 69). 
At the time of his death in 1785, Robert owned 4,510 acres in the Camden District near the 
Congaree River (Bailey Vol. 3, 278). Robert married Mary Tucker (Moss, 370), and had three 
sons—William, Howell, and John. 

Robert was a tax collector and inquirer for the Saxe Gotha Township in 1764 and 1765, 
and in 1784 for the district between the Broad and Catawba Rivers (Bailey Vol. 3, 278). He 
fought in the American revolution in the Continental Army and the South Carolina Militia 
achieving the rank of Colonel (Heitman, 253). He was elected to the first Provincial Congress in 
1775 representing the district between the Broad and Catawba Rivers. He was also elected to the 
third General Assembly from 1779-80 (Bailey Vol. 3, 278). 

Robert made his will October 8, 1777. The will was proved April 16, 1785. Robert’s 
wife was not alive when he made his will. An interesting item in the will was the bequest of 400 
acres on Cedar Creek to his “Beloved Mother Martha Goodwyn.” His mother was not named 
Martha, He had a sister, Martha Russel or Bushel, and a sister-in-law and a niece both named 
Martha Goodwyn, [22] Jesse’s wife and child. This may have been a mistake on the part of the 
person who wrote the will for him, or perhaps his wife was named Martha and not Mary. 

In the name of God Amen. I Robert Goodwyn of Camden District and State 
of South Carolina being Sick and weak in body but of sound memory do 
make and publish this my last will and Testament in manner and form 
following that is to say principally & first of all I give and recommend my 
Soul unto the hands of Almighty God who gave it and my body to the Earth to 
be buried in decent Christian burial at the Discretion of my Executor. And 
touching such worldly Estate wherewith it hath pleased God to bless me in 
this life I give devise and dispose of the same in the following manner and 
form Imprimis 1 give devise and bequeath all the plantation or tract of land 
whereon I now live Including the land within the “Neck” to my beloved Son 
William Goodwyn his heirs and assigns forever. Item 1 give devise and 
bequeath all my Boggy Gully Plantation to my Beloved son William 
Goodwyn his heirs and assigns forever. Item I give and bequeath my horse 
called Clinton to my beloved son William Goodwyn Item 1 give devise and 
bequeath all the plantation or tract of land whereon my Father lately lived 
Including the Brick Chimney tract to my beloved Son Howell Goodwyn his 
heir and assigns forever. Item I give and bequeath my Green Hill Plantation 
to my beloved Son Howell Goodwyn his heirs and assigns forever. Item I 
give devise and bequeath all those parcells of land which I lately purchased of 
James Gill, Richard Strother and John May together with my Goose Pond 
tract to my beloved Son John Goodwyn his heirs and assigns forever. Item I 
give devise and bequeath my Grist Mill on Mill Creek together with all my 
lands contiguous thereof to my three sons William, Howell and John 
Goodwyn their heirs and assigns forever to be rebuilt and kept in repair at all 
Equal Expense and the Joint use of my said three Sons and their heirs and 
assigns Item I give devise & bequeath all the remaining part of a tract of 
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Four hundred and fifty acres originally granted to my Beloved Brother Francis 
Goodwyn to my said Brother Francis Goodwyn his heirs & assigns forever. 

Item I give devise & Bequeath a certain tract of land on Cedar Creek 
. containing Four hundred acres to my Beloved Mother Martha Goodwyn her 
heirs and assigns forever. Item I give devise and bequeath all that tract of 
land containing three hundred acres Joining lands of John Cook and Benjamin 
Robinson to my Beloved friend Philip Pearson his heirs and assigns forever I 
give and bequeath my riding chair to my Beloved Niece Martha Epps 
Goodwyn her heirs and assigns. Item I give devise and bequeath all the rest 
Residue or remainder of Land to my said three Sons William, Howell and 
John Goodwyn their heirs and assigns forever to be equally divided between 
them as may be made more convenient at the discretion of my Executors 
Item 1 give and bequeath Five hundred pounds current money to my Beloved 
Nephew Jesse Goodwyn to be raised out of my Estate & paid him by my 
Executors Item I give and Bequeath all of my Negro Slaves with their future 
issue and Increase to my three Sons William, Howell and John Goodwyn their 
heirs and assigns forever to be Equally divided amongst them in the following 
manner that is to say; my Son William to have a third part of my said Negroes 
upon his coming of age; and my Son Howell to have an Equal of my said 
Negroes with my Son William upon coming of age. And also my Son John to 
have an equal share of my said Negroes with my Sons William & Howell 
upon his coming of age; and in case there should be any of my Negroes 
remaining after such Division for them to be divided amongst my three Sons 
Share and Share alike at the Descretion of my Executors Item I give and 
bequeath to my Beloved Brother Francis Goodwyn the Sum of one thousand 
pounds current money to be raised out of my Estate & paid to him by my 
Executors Lastly I do hereby Nominate ordain and appoint my Beloved 
brother Francis Goodwyn and my Beloved Friends Malachi Howell, Jesse 
Goodwyn and Philip Pearson Executors of this my last Will and Testament 
hereby disanulling, revoking and making void all former and other wills & 

Executors by me before named and made Confirming this and no other to be 
my last will and Testament. In witness whereof I the said Robert Goodwyn 
have hereunto set my hand and Seal this Eighth day of October in the year of 
our Lord 1777.

[261] William Goodwyn, Robert’s oldest son, died in 1804 (Green, 243). His will was 
proved in February 1804 with his wife, Grace, and son, Uriah, as administrators. There was an 
interesting court case with William petitioning the heirs of [211] Jesse Goodwyn, his first cousin, 
to recover land and slaves (see page 42). William and Grace Goodwyn had three children—Uriah 
John, Margaret (Peggy), and Sarah (SC Archive film c9247). Uriah John died September 2, 1830 

atthe age of 42 (Holcomb, 62). . 

[262] Howell Goodwyn made his will on April 12, 1785, and it was proved on June 21, 
1785 His executors were his brother John Goodwyn, and his cousin, [211] Jesse Goodwyn. His 
estate was left to his brothers, William and John (Green, 217). According to the will of [22] Jesse 
Goodwyn, Howell was Robert’s second son and William was his oldest son (Charleston WB, RR, 
39-41). If Jesse’s daughter died without heirs, Jesse’s plantation of 550 acres and an adjoining 
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tract of 300 acres would go to Howell, and a tract of 200 acres would go to William. Howell was 
the only grandchild named in John Goodwyn‘s will (Charleston WB 1774-79, 343). John s son, 
[28] William, left all of his land and personal estate except one slave to Howell. 

[263] John Goodwyn, Robert’s youngest son married Sarah Taylor, the daughter of James 
and Mary Hirons Taylor. They had ten children. The youngest, Edward, was bom after John’s 
death. John’s will was dated January 8, 1810 and proved January 30, 1810 with Joel Adams and 
James Hopkins as executors (SC Archive film RI 163, 196-97). Sarah died in September 1821 
(Green, 272). 

* 

[27] James Goodwyn was bom on August 16, 1741 (Richards, 105). He married Judith 
Thweatt, daughter of John and Judith Peterson Thweatt and the sister of Joseph’s wife, Martha. 
Judith was bom June 19, 1743 (Chamberlayne, 377), James and Judith were married about 1763 
and lived in Prince George County with their seven children. The will of Judith’s mother, Judith 
Thweatt, mentions daughters Mary Brown, Elizabeth Burchett, Judith Goodwyn, granddaughters, 
Nancy Goodwyn and Frances Brown, and son-in-law, James Brown. James Goodwyn was 
executor. The will was dated October 12, 1770 and proved June 28, 1773. James was alive in 
1775 when his father made his will. James was left three slaves. James died before 1782 when 
Judith was paid by Bristol Parish for keeping Elizabeth Carpenter (Chamberlayne 262, 264, 266, 
269). Elizabeth Carpenter lived with Judith until 1784. 

James and Judith’s children were Nancy, Martha, Angelina, Winifred Tucker, Robert, 
John, and Judith. A Nancy Goodwyn married John Smith in 1802, with George Rives, the 
husband of Joseph’s daughter Martha, as security (Knorr, 75). This may have been [271] Nancy. 
Angelina married Hardaway Young, and Winifred married his brother, Henry, the sons of Edward 
and Kerenhappuch Hardaway Young. Martha married James Young. His father may have been 
Francis Young. After Martha’s death, James Young married his sister-in-law, [277] Judith 
(Smith Thweatt, 172). Robert and Susannah Mason, daughter of Elizabeth Mason, were married 
in September 1797 (Knorr, 26). John married his cousin, Harriet, who may have been Boswell’s 
daughter. 

Judith was taxed on 175 acres from 1787 to 1791. By 1816 she owned 593 acres 
(Hughes Land, 83). Judith died in 1816 (Hughes Data, 4). In the 1818 tax records, John T. 
Goodwyn was taxed on 175 acres conveyed from Judith s estate, and 67 acres conveyed from 
Boswell’s estate.

[28] William Goodwyn was bom January 26, 1745/46 in Albemarle Parish (Richards, 
79). He died in South Carolina in 1782 leaving no wife or children. [28] William, son of John, 
has been confused with John’s brother [5] William, son of Captain Thomas (Hopkins L., 
211). It was Captain Thomas’s son [5] William who married Mary Howell Hart and had 
seven children. 

The will of [28] William was dated January 2, 1781 and recorded July 10, 1782, William 
left all of his estate to his nephews Howell, son of Robert, and Jesse, son of Thomas. The slaves, 
Lyn and York, left to William by his father, were left by William to Howell. The slave Jack was 
left to Jesse. William’s inventory and appraisal were recorded September 5, 1782.

Item I give devise and bequeath unto 
my beloved nephew Howell Goodwyn his heirs and assigns for Ever all these 
my Six Negroes Vizt Lyn York David (ink splot) with the future increase 
(illegible) Item all the remaining part of my Estate both real and personal I 
give devise and bequeath to my beloved Nephew Howell Goodwyn and I do 
hereby nominate and appoint my Beloved Brother Francis Goodwyn Executor 
to this my Last will and Testament Disanulling all other wills by me hereto 
fore made. In witness whereof I the said William Goodwyn hath hereunto set 
my hand and Seal this Second day of January in the year of our Lord one 
Thousand Seven hundred and Eighty one

[29] Francis Goodwyn was bom in Albemarle Parish on November 7, 1747 (Richards, 
29). He received his first land grant in South Carolina on August 9, 1765. This was for 450 acres 
on Running Gut adjoining his brother Robert’s land. He received other grants in the next few 
years—250 acres on Back Swamp along the lines of Robert Goodwyn and John Hopkins in 1770, 
100 acres in 1771 on the road from the Congarees to McCords Ferry, and in 1772, 300 acres six 
miles from Russels Ferry adjoining the land of his brother, Jesse, and Malachi Howell (Green, 
69). He married Mary Heatly (Hopkins L., 211) and had two sons—James and John William. 

Francis served in the South Carolina Militia during the Revolution, ending with the rank 
of Lt. Colonel. His plantation was sequestered by the British. After the war he served in the Fifth 
General Assembly (1783-84) for the district between the Broad and Catawba Rivers. He also 
served as tax inquirer and collector in 1779 and 1784 (Bailey Vol. 3, 278). 

Francis’s will was dated January 19, 1785 and recorded February 21, 1785. Francis’s 
wife, Mary, was not named in his will. She must have died before 1785. Both of his sons were 
under age when Francis died. According to the 1787 South Carolina tax return, his estate 
contained 56 slaves and 1,950 acres of land (Bailey Vol. 3, 278). 

In the Name of God Amen, I Francis Goodwyn of Camden District in the 
State of South Carolina Being Weak in Body but in perfect mind and Memory 
thanks be to God for it, do make ordain constitute and appoint this my last 
will and testament in the manner and form following, and first I remit my 
Soul in the hands of Almighty God who gave it, and my body to be buried in 
a Christian like and decent manner at the Descretion of my Executor hereafter 
named, hoping at the General Resurrection I may Receive the same through 
the Merits of Jesus Christ my Blessed Saviour and Redeemer. 

Imprimis My will is that my funeral Expenses and all my just Debts shall be 
paid by my Executor. 

Item I give and Bequeath unto my Son James the tract of land whereon I now 
live. 

Item I give and bequeath unto my Son John William the High Lands upon 
Cedar Creek that I bought of Wm Heatly and the Land adjoining thereto. 
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Item I give and bequeath unto my two Sons before mentioned, all the 
remainder part of my Estate Both real and Personal to be Equally Divided 
Share and Share alike to be Divided when my Eldest Son comes of age. 

Lastly I nominate constitute and appoint my Trusty friends Uriah Goodwyn, 
Andrew Heatly and Thomas Howell my Executors to this my last will and 
Testament Utterly Disannuling, disallowing, and Revoking all other wills and 
Testaments and this only to be my Last will and Testament whereof I 
hereunto set my hand and Seal this Nineteenth day of January, one thousand 
Seven Hundred and Eighty five.

[291] James Goodwyn married Jane Green, the widow of John Green, in May 1802. Jane 
died in 1814. Her will was recorded on November 26, 1814 with James as executor and Thomas 
Howell and Thomas Briggs posting the bond of $20,000 for the estate (SC Archives film R1 28, 
Box 11). James applied for guardianship of their children, Eliza Howell and James Harris. 

James represented the Richland District in the South Carolina House of Representatives 
from 1794 to 1797 and from 1808 to 1809. According to the 1790 census, James owned 16 
slaves in the Richland District. At his death, James owned 57 slaves and 310 acres in the 
Fairfield District (Bailey Vol. 4, 239). James’s obituary appeared in the Telescope on January 31, 
1826. “Died at his residence in Fairfield on 3rd inst., Major James Goodwyn, in his 58th year” 
(Holcomb, 34). James may have had a second wife, Lucy Ann (Bailey Vol. 4, 239). 

In the 1793 lawsuit of [261] William and Grace Goodwyn against [54] Keziah, James 
was named as “next friend”(see page 42). James was the executor for a Robert Goodwyn whose 
will was written on the night of February 20, 1805 at Dr. Green’s in Columbia. It was recorded 
March 6, 1809. Robert left his estate to the children of his sister Mary Southwell, who lived in 
South Carolina on the Savannah River. James Goodwyn was referred to in the will as “my friend 
James Goodwyn.” John J. Chappell, William Tucker, and C. M. Lide were the witnesses (SC 
Archives film R1 1, 170-71). 

[292] John William is not traced, although a Capt. John Goodwyn died at the home of 
Col. William Goodwyn on March 9, 1797 (Holcomb, 3). Col. William Goodwyn was probably 
[261] William, Robert’s son. William had a brother John, but he died in 1810. The estate of John 
Goodwyn Sr., who must have been the Capt. John Goodwyn mentioned above, was recorded on 
October 5, 1797. Theodorick Goodwyn obtained the certificate of probate (SC Archives film RI 
28, Box 11). 



CHAPTER IV 

Penelope Goodwyn Taylor Malone 

• [3] Penelope Goodwyn was bom about 1711. She was married before 1730 to Thomas 
Taylor, the oldest son of Thomas and Elizabeth Jones Chappell Taylor. The plantation of Captain 
Thomas Goodwyn was adjacent to the Taylor plantation in Surry County. Thomas was bom 
about 1706. Thomas’s mother was married twice. By her first husband, Thomas Chappell, she 
had four sons, Thomas, Robert, James, and Samuel. By her second husband, Thomas Taylor, she 
had two sons, Thomas and John, and two daughters, Elizabeth who married John Chambliss, and 
Katherine who married Edward Holloway. John Chambliss, the son of Elizabeth Chambliss, 
moved to the Cheraw District of South Carolina about 1768 (Meissner, 55). James Chappell’s 
son, Henry, bought 450 acres in Craven County, South Carolina from William Tucker in 1767 
(Esker, Vol. 10, 365). Henry had sons Hicks, Laban, Robert, Henry, and John, and daughters 
Elizabeth wife of Mr. Snead, and Martha wife of Isaac Love (Chappell, 15). John and Lucy 
Burge Taylor moved their six small children to South Carolina in 1757. John bought 300 acres in 
Craven County from John Pearson. Their children were Thomas (Col. Thomas Taylor), John, 
James, William, Martha who married Nathan Center and then George Wade, and Elizabeth 
(Meissner, 63). Penelope’s brothers, John and William, also settled in what today is Richland 
County. The Taylor, Goodwyn, and Chappell families are still friends today. Thomas and 
Penelope also owned land in South Carolina, but there is no evidence that they or any of their 
family ever moved there. 

Penelope was named in her father’s will proved October 20, 1731. “I devise to my 
daughter Pennellopy Taylor ye rent of my son Francis Goodwyn’s land til he comes to age of 
nineteen years” (Surry DW 1730-38, 135-36). In 1727, Thomas Taylor patented 285 acres of 
land for 30 shillings. The land was on the south side of the main Blackwater Swamp in Surry 
County. It adjoined the land of his father-in-law, Captain Thomas Goodwyn (PB 13, 256). 
Thomas and Penelope sold this land in 1742 to David Jones, Thomas’s first cousin, for 20 pounds 
(Suny DB 1738-54, 37-39). In 1730, Thomas was fined for not going to Church (Surry OB 
1730-38, 341). The law stated that anyone convicted of not going to church “once in two months 
to hear the divine service upon the Sabbath” would be fined 5 shillings or 50 pounds of tobacco 
for each offense. The fine was to be collected by the church warden (Hening Vol. 3, 170). This 
seemed to be Thomas’s only offense. 

Thomas was issued the patent for his land in Amelia County on September 10, 1735. He 
received four hundred acres on the north side of the Little Nottoway River and on the lower side 
of Kettle Branch (PB 16, 221). Thomas was an active participant in the Amelia County court 
system. At a Court held in Amelia County on August 15, 1740, Thomas was one of the men 
appointed to assist in clearing the road from Jordan’s Bridge to the best way in to Mr. Cook s 
road (Amelia OB 1, 1735-46). From 1742 until 1747, Thomas served as an appraiser and on 
juries (Amelia WB 1, 28, 70). He also was both the plaintiff and defendant in several suits 
(Amelia OB 2, 13a, 85a, 166, 254). 

At the 1745 March Court of Amelia County, Thomas was granted permission to keep an 
ordinary at his house. Henry Robertson entered himself as security. The bond was 10,000 
pounds of tobacco (Amelia OB 1 1735-46, 359). An ordinary was a tavern usually near to where 
the court was held. The lawyers and justices would get their meals and spend the night, and the 
men attending the court sessions would come to the ordinary to eat and drink. Often fights broke 
out as the men got drunk. It could be a fairly rough place. This license was renewed in April 
1748, in May 1749, and in September 1751 (Amelia OB 2). 

Thomas bought 448 acres of land from George Elliott in Lunenburg County on May 7, 
1754 for 66 pounds, 6 shillings. This land was in the fork of the Meherrin and Robertson Rivers 
on the Glebe lines (Lun. DB 3, 496-97). By 1755, Thomas and Penelope were living in 
Lunenburg County. Thomas and Penelope sold their Amelia Land to Alexander Erskine for 220 
pounds. The deed was recorded July 24, 1755 (Amelia DB 5, 322-23). 
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Lunenburg County was formed in 1746 from part of Brunswick. In 1765, Mecklenburg 
County was formed from Lunenburg. Thomas was issued a patent for more land on June 8, 1757. 
The patent contained 370 acres on the head of Wolfpitt fork of Flatt Creek. This land was left in 
his will to his son Thomas. 

As in Amelia County, Thomas was active in Lunenburg County clearing and repairing 
roads, and witnessing deeds. In July 1757, the court ordered that “Thomas Taylor Sen. & his 
three hands, John Taylor, Thomas Taylor Junr” be among the men “to forthwith lay open Clear & 
keep the same in repair according to law the road from Fox’s Landing on the Roanoke River into 
Ingrams Road that goes over the Meherrin River” (Paulett, 98). Thomas and his son Thomas’s 
lands were processioned in 1759. Thomas Taylor lived in St. James Parish, Lunenburg County 
(Elliott, Settlers Vol. 1, 159). In the List of Tithables for Lunenburg County in the year 1760, 
Thomas Taylor owned 1,120 acres and had four males over 16. Thomas Jr. owned 150 acres. 
Goodwyn, James, John, and William were listed but owned no land. 

St. James Parish, Lunenburg County became Mecklenburg County in 1765. Thomas 
became a resident of Mecklenburg without moving. Thomas continued to witness deeds and 
wills in the new county. 

Thomas’s will was dated October 24, 1772 and recorded October 9, 1773. There were 
ten children named in his will, seven sons—Thomas, John, William, Goodwyn, James, David, 
and Jones, and three daughters—Susannah Cleaton, Elizabeth Watson, and Mary Taylor. Also 
provided for in the will were Thomas’s grandsons Thomas, son of Thomas Jr., and Jesse Taylor. 
Jesse may also have been Thomas Jr.’s son. Thomas appointed his sons William, David, and 
Jones executors. He left to six of his sons his land in South Carolina “Both sides of Broad River 
and (illegible) Island.” 

In the name of God Amen The Twenty fourth day of October in the year of 
our Lord one Thousand and Seven hundred and Seventy Two I Thomas 
Taylor Sen" of the County of Mecklenburg Being Sick and weak But of 
Perfect mind and Memory and Knowing that it is appointed for all men one 
day to Die: do make and ordain this my last will and Testament. Item I give 
and Bequeath to my son Thomas Taylor after my wife's Death one Negro 
woman Called Little Patt Item I give and Bequeath to my son John Taylor 
one Negro Woman Called Nanncy and after my wifes Death I give him a 
Negro boy Called Joe to him and his heirs for ever. Item I give and Bequeath 
to my son William Taylor after my wife's Death one Negro man Called Peter 
and one Yellow boy Called Kitt. I also Lend him Negro woman Little Patt 
During my Wifes life and at her Death the Negro to Decend to my son 
Thomas Taylor Item I give and Bequeath to my son Goodwyn Taylor one 
Negro man Called Adam and one Yellow Girl Called Nanncy to him and his 
heirs forever Item I give and Bequeath to my son Thomas Taylor four 
hundred acres of Land Lying on the turn of Jeneto Creek and the head 
Branches of WolfPit fork of Flatt Creek also one Negro man Called Stephen 
and one Negro boy Called Roger to him and his heirs for ever. Item I give 
and Bequeath to my son David Taylor after my wifes Death half of three 
hundred & Twenty Acres of land in my Name also the one half of Seventy 
Acres patented in James Mitchells Name. Both parcells of the said Land to be 
Equally divided Between my two Sons David Taylor and Jones Taylor after 
my wifes Death to him and his heirs forever. Item I give and Bequeath to my 
son Jones Taylor after his mothers Death the one half of three hundred and 
Seventy Acres of Land patented in my own Name also the half of Seventy 
Acres of Land James patented in James Mitchells Name the said land to be 
Equally Divided Between my Two sons Jones Taylor and David Taylor on 
their mothers Death to him and his heirs for ever also my will and Desire is 
that if when one my Two sons David or Jones Should die before they arrive to 
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Lawful age or marry then David Land go to Jones if he should Die before the 
Time and if Jones Should Die before the said Time then this Land to go to 
David Taylor Item 1 give and bequeath to my sons David Taylor and Jones 
Taylor after my wifes Death the following Negroes and their increase to be 
Equally Divided to witt Great Patt, Hannah Milly Frank, & Stephen to them 
and their heirs forever Item I give and Bequeath unto my Daughter Marry 
Taylor one Negro Girl and her increase the Girl Called Kate also one bay 
mare to her and her heirs forever also one Feather Bed and Furniture. Item 1 
give and bequeath unto David Taylor Jones Taylor & Mary Taylor after their 
mothers Death one Negro Boy Called Ned to be Equally Divided between 
them, to them and theirs and theirs forever Item 1 give and Bequeath to my 
Grandson Jesse Taylor one Black Negro Boy Called Kitt to him and his heirs 
forever It is my will and Desire that if my Grandson Jesse Taylor Should die 
before he arrived to Law foil age or marrys then the said Negro to Decend to 
my Grandson Thomas Taylor the son of Thomas Taylor. Item I give and 
Bequeath unto my Daughter Susannah Cleaton Ten Pounds Current money 
after my wifes death Item I give and Bequeath unto my Daughter Elizabeth 
Watson one Negro Girl Called Jenny and her increase to her and her heirs for 
ever Item 1 lend onto my Beloved Wife Penelope Taylor during her life the 
use of three hundred and Seventy Acres of Land patented in my own Name 
Also Seventy Acres of Land patented in James Mitchells name Also the 
Negroes hereafter Mentioned. Peter Great Patt, Hannah, Milly, Ned, Joe, 
Yellow Kitt, Roger, Frank, and Stephen. Also all my house hold goods of all 
sorts likewise all my Stock of all Kinds Item I give and Bequeath unto my 
sons David Taylor and Jones Taylor to them and their heirs forever after their 
mothers Death all the stock of all kinds all my house hold of all sorts to be 
Equally Divided Between them Item I give unto my Six sons Thomas Taylor, 
John Taylor, Goodwyn Taylor, James Taylor, David Taylor and Jones Taylor 
all my Land in South Carolina Both sides of the Broad River and (illegible) 
Island, to them and their heirs for ever. I Constitute and appoint my three sons 
William, James Taylor and David Taylor to be my witness and sole Executors 
of this my last will and Testament in Witness whereof I have hereunto sett my 
hand and affixed my seal this day and Year above Written also my will and 
Desire is that my Estate be not Appraised

Penelope did not remain a widow long. A marriage bond was issued on June 14, 1774 to 
Drury Malone and Penelope Taylor. Surety was Lewis Parham (Elliott, Marriage, 84). Drury 
Malone’s will, dated April 24, 1782, was proved October 14, 1782. His wife was not named and 
must have been dead. One of his children named in the will was Amey Taylor. This was [35] 
Goodwyn’s wife. Isham Eppes, the husband of Penelope’s sister Amy, was a witness to the will 
(Meek. WB 2, 72). 

* 

[31] Thomas Taylor, Jr. may have been the oldest son of Thomas and Penelope. His 
wife was named Priscilla, and he had at least one child named Thomas who was bom before 
1772. Thomas sold 150 acres in Lunenburg county to Elisha Clark of Brunswick for the sum of 
65 pounds. The land consisted of two tracts. One contained one hundred acres on the east side of 
Flatt Creek, which was originally patented by James Mitchell on March 17, 1736. The other 
parcel contained 50 acres that had been granted to John Duke on October 8, 1750. Priscilla 
released her dower right (Lun. DB 5, 12). The sale must not have been finalized because in a 
deed dated and recorded on March 11, 1765, Thomas sold the land again, this time to Roger 
Tillman. Again, Priscilla released her right of dower (Meek. DB 1, 10). Roger Tillman’s will 
was recorded February 9, 1767 with Thomas Taylor junior and senior as witnesses (Meek. WB 1, 
34). At May Court 1765, Drury Burge brought a debt action for seven pounds against Thomas. 
Thomas acknowledged his debt and was ordered to pay that sum plus the plaintiffs costs, but was 
given until September to pay (Meek. OB 1, 19). Drury Burge was the nephew of Thomas’s aunt, 
Lucy Taylor. In August 1765, Thomas had a debt action against Roger Tillman, and the 
defendant acknowledged his debt. Roger was ordered to pay the amount owed plus costs (Meek. 
OB 1, 90). In another suit, Thomas sued Stephen Kirk for five hundred pounds of nette tobacco. 
The defendant failed to appear. The court ruled in favor of Thomas for 500 pounds of tobacco 
plus costs (Meek. OB 1, 93).

Only a small amount of information has been found for |32] John Taylor. In July 1757, 
he helped his father clear the road from Fox’s Landing, on the Roanoke River, into Ingrams Road 
(Paulett, 98). In 1780, John bought three hundred acres. There was a John Taylor in the 1800 tax 
list with one tithable.

[33] Susannah Taylor Cleaton was married when her father made his will in 1772. 
Susannah was a witness to the will of Henry Tomlinson and testified to its authenticity when it 
was presented in court in March 1749/50 (Amelia OB 2, 202). The family of Susannah Cleaton 
was not traced. 

* 

[34] William Taylor was bom about 1738 in Amelia County and died in 1804 in 
Mecklenburg County. William was one of the executors of his father’s will in 1773, and the only 
son not left part of the South Carolina land. William’s wife was named Hannah. On May 8, 
1771, William was surety for his brother David’s marriage to Rebecca Dortch (Elliott Marriage, 
119). 

William was named in many wills as executor and as guardian to the children. In Jones 
Malone’s will, William and Isham Malone, Jones’s brother, were the executors. Jones asked 
William and Hannah to take his son, William, and raise him, if his wife, who was in poor health 
and expecting another child, should die. The will was datPcl March 2, 1784 and recorded 
September 18, 1784 (Meek. WB 2, 72). The administrative account for Jones Malone was 
returned in August 1789 by William Taylor, executor. William was one of the executors of the 
will of William Rainey, which was dated September 27, 1790, and recorded September 10, 1793 
(Meek. WB 2, 72). In November 1792, William was a witness for the will of William Cleaton. 
The Guardian Book, in December 1797 listed William Taylor as guardian for the children of his 
sister, Elizabeth Watson. The children were William, Goodwyn, Thomas, and Jones Watson 
(Elliott, Settlers Vol. 2, 170). 
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In the personal property tax list for 1800, the estate of William was listed with one 
tithable “Son Goodwyn.” William had evidently given his estate to Goodwyn, and Goodwyn was 
taking care of William and his wife. William’s will was dated September 20, 1802 and proved 
August 13, 1804. William gave Goodwyn a horse, saddle and bridle, all of his stock of sheep and 
hogs, and all of the plantation working tools. Goodwyn received all this for the “trouble he has 
for taking care of my Selfe & his mother.” In the will, William’s wife was named Wesley. 
William requested that after the death of his wife, “all the rest of my Estate not above mentioned 
be divided amongst my children to wit Christopher Taylor, William Lad Taylor, Thos. Taylor & 
Goodwin Taylor.” William also gave a feather bed to his grandson William, son of Goodwyn 
(Meek WB 5, 180-81). William Drumwright, and Goodwyn were the executors. William’s 
estate account was submitted August 10, 1807 (Meek. WB 6, 21). Goodwyn was married to 
Nancy Dnimwright on January 10, 1794, with surety William Drumwright (Elliott, Marriage, 

119). 

[343] William Lad Taylor’s will was proved November 17, 1817. His wife was named 
Mary, and his children were Absalom, Benjamin, Wesley, and Priscilla (Meek. WB 12, 429). 

* 

[35] Goodwyn Taylor was bom about 1740 in Amelia County and died in 1786 in 
Mecklenburg County. Goodwyn’s wife, Amey, was the daughter of Drury Malone. Goodw>m 
was listed in the 1760 tithe list as having one tithe and no acres. He may have worked on his 
father’s land. His will, dated January 23, 1786, was recorded October 9, 1786. He left his estate 
to his wife for her life. His land was to be divided between his two sons, Goodwyn and John, 
after Amey’s death. He also left legacies to his seven daughters—Sarah (Sally) Dortch, Martha 
Taylor, Polly Jones Taylor, Betsy Taylor, Susannah Taylor, Nancy Taylor, and Penelope Taylor. 
His executors were his brother, James, and his son-in-law, Abel Dortch (Meek. WB 2, 183). 

Goodwyn’s inventory and appraisal were dated November 22, 1786 and recorded 
December 1, 1786. His estate was valued at £ 698.5.2 (Meek. WB 2, 194). On November 23, 
1786, an estate sale was held for Goodwyn’s possessions. The account of the sale was recorded 
on April 10, 1809 by James Taylor deceased, and Abel Dortch, Goodwyn’s executors (Meek. WB 
6, 189-90). Amy bought two chests, ten chairs, a spinning wheel, a coffee pot, six plates, and 
other household articles. She spent £ 7.6.6. The total made at the sale was £ 74.4.8. On the 
same page was recorded another estate sale for Goodwyn Taylor. This sale was held May 19, 
1808 and recorded April 10, 1809. The guardian for Goodwyn’s underage children—Polly Jones, 
Betsy Susannah, and Nancy—was Abel Dortch, the husband of his daughter Sarah. This was 
recorded September 10, 1787 (Elliott, Settlers Vol. 2, 170). Sally and Abel Dortch were married 
on May 24, 1785. Sally died before October 1793, when Abel married Mary Holmes (Elliott, 
Marriage, 40). The spouses and marriage dates of Goodwyn and Amy’s children are from Elliott. 

In the 1800 personal property tax list, Amey Taylor was listed with one tithable, her son 
John. Her son Goodwyn was listed with one tithable. Amy’s will, dated August 19, 1808, was 
proved September 12, 1808. She named three daughters—Elizabeth Dortch, Susannah Watson, 
and Nancy Taylor, and twenty-two grandchildren. Her executors were David Dortch and Samuel 
Holmes (Meek. WB 6, 105). Since two of her daughters had married names of Watson and two 
of Dortch, the grandchildren may not be placed under the correct parents in the descendant chart. 

[353] Goodwyn, the son of Goodwyn and Amy, died in 1815. His wife, Elizabeth, was 
the administrator of his estate (Meek. WB 8, 181). At November Court, 1820, Elizabeth and her 
children along with the children of Herbert Cook, deceased, and John Taylor were the plaintiffs m 
a suit against “Abel Dortch the surviving exor. of Goodwyn Taylor, the elder & Admin of his 
wife Sarah Dortch dec’d, James Taylor Exor. of James Taylor who was the Exor of the Said 
Goodwyn Taylor, The Elder, admin, of Nancy Cleaton & Nancy Taylor, Elizabeth Dortch, 
Thomas Watson and Susannah his wife, & James Watson” The defendants, Abel Dortch and 
Nancy Taylor, did not appear and were declared “not inhabitants of this county” (Meek. OB 20, 
309).

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[36) James Taylor was bom about 1745 and died in 1808. He was an executor of his 
father’s will in 1773. He was not left anything in the will except a share of the land in South 
Carolina (Meek. WB 1, 140-43). In the 1806 Mecklenburg tax list, James had one tithable and no 
acres. Roger Tillman died in 1767 leaving a wife, Rebecca, and three children—Henry, Molly 
and Nancy (Meek. WB 1, 34). James Taylor was appointed the guardian of Henry and Mary 
Tillman, orphans of Roger Tillman, in December 1769 (Elliott, Settlers V 2, 170). On September 
10, 1781, Henry Tillman’s will was recorded (Meek. WB 1, 349). His mother, Rebecca Taylor, 
was deceased. Rebecca Tillman Taylor may have been James’s wife. Goodwyn Taylor named 
his brother, James, as one of the executors of his will. James was one of the appraisers of the 
estate of Jones Malone, son of Drury Malone, in October 1788 (Meek. WB 2, 2). 

James was listed in the 1800 personal property tax list as having three tithables, himself 
and sons James and John. Thomas, son of James, was listed as having one tithable. James’s will 
was dated July 11, 1808 and proved September 11, 1808, the day before his sister-in-law Amy’s 
will. James left his daughter, Sally Taylor, $150 to be raised out of his estate, a bay colt called 
Folly, a bed and furniture, and a cow and calf. His son, John, received a feather bed and 
furniture. He willed that all of his estate, both real and personal be sold, and the money be 
equally divided between all of his children—James Taylor, Elizabeth Williams, Sally Taylor, 
Rebeccah Tanner, Thomas Taylor, and John Taylor (Meek. WB 6, 106-7). 

The marriages of James’s daughters are from Marriage Records by Elliott.

[37] Elizabeth Taylor Watson was married before 1772. Her husband died before 
December 1797, when her brother, William, was appointed guardian for her children—William, 
Goodwyn, Thomas, and Jones (Elliott, Settlers Vol. 2, 170).

|38) Mary Taylor Holmes was one of Thomas and Penelope’s younger children. Mary 
married John Holmes, son of Isaac and Lucy Holmes, on December 20, 1779. Jones Taylor was 
surety (Elliott, Marriage, 65). When Jones married Joice Lark in 1780, John Holmes was surety 
(Elliott, Marriage, 119). The children of Mary and John Holmes are not traced.

[39) David Taylor was one of the younger sons of Thomas and Penelope. He was not 
twenty-one when his father died. David was an executor of his father’s will. David married 
Rebecca Dortch, daughter of David Dortch on May 8, 1778. The surety was William Taylor 
(Elliott, Marriage, 119). In 1780, David Taylor was a commissioner for Mecklenburg County 
(Elliott, Wills, 124). David was surety when Goodwyn’s daughter, Martha, married John Cleaton 
on November 10, 1787 (Elliott, Marriage, 30). In the 1800 personal property tax list, David was 
listed with one tithable (Elliott Settlers Vol. 2, 193). According to Early Settlers Vol. 1, 203, 
“Some People who went to other states, David Taylor—Jessamin County Kentucky.” No date 
was given for this.

[3(10)] Jones Taylor was the youngest of Thomas and Penelope’s sons and was 
underage when his father died. He was bom about 1758. Jones was surety for the marriage bond 
of his sister Mary and John Holmes on December 20, 1779. On April 11, 1780, John Holmes was 
surety for the marriage of Jones and Joice Lark (Elliott, Marriage, 119). The will of Robert Lark, 
dated February 8 and recorded June 10, 1793, provided for his daughter “Joyce Taylor, wife of 
Jones Taylor” (Meek. WB 3, 169). The personal property tax list of 1800 showed Jones Taylor 
with three tithables, himself and sons Robert and Richard (Elliott, Settlers, 193). 

An estate account of Jones Taylor was recorded in Brunswick County at the July Court, 
1815. It was submitted by Thomas Taylor. The estate was valued at $826.12. “The amount of 
property belonging to the Estate of Jones Taylor deed” included a Negro woman valued at 
$333.33, a Negro man at $400, a mare $20, two feather beds and furniture $20 each, a trunk 75 
cents, and a comer cupboard $1.00 (Bruns. WB 8, 184). Another account was submitted by 
Thomas on January 22, 1816. This account included the records from February 1807 through 
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1815 (Bruns. WB 8, 228). Jones must have died at the end of 1806 or early in 1807. Thomas 
Taylor, his administrator, may have been his son. 

On September 23, 1809, Jones’s daughter, Joice Lark Taylor, married Willis Hundley. 
Her brother, Jones Taylor, was surety (Elliott, Marriage, 69).

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CHAPTER V 
William Goodwyn 

Captain Thomas’s son, [5j William, has often been confused with John’s son, [28J 
William. Captain Thomas’s son, William, married Mary Howell Hart and had seven 
children. John’s son William died unmarried. 

[5] William Goodwyn was the youngest son of Captain Thomas and Mary Goodwyn. 
He was bom about 1720, probably in Surry County. William inherited land in Prince George 
County when he became nineteen. Captain Thomas’s will is deteriorated where the location of 
William’s land was specified so that the location of the land is not known. William witnessed the 
will of James Benett in December 1745 (Surry DW 1735-55, 827). In January 1745/46, William 
was one of the Godfathers for his nephew [28] William, John’s son (Richards, 79). ’ William 
witnessed the deed of John Brady to Stephen Bell in April 1746. 

Mary Howell Hart was William’s wife when he came to South Carolina, and she is 
thought to be the mother of all of his children. They were married before 1750. Nothing has 
been found about her family, although a Hart family had lived in Surry County beginning in 1635 
when Henry Hart received a patent. Henry’s grandsons, Henry and Robert, each had many 
children including daughters named Mary, and they were living in Surry County when the 
Goodwyn’s were there (Boddie, 154). There is no proof that Mary belonged to this family. 

William bought 16 acres in Martin’s Brandon Parish of Prince George County in 
December 1759 from Richard and John Pace. 

This indenture made the first day of December the year of our Lord Christ, 
one thousand and Seven hundred and fifty nine Between John Pace and 
Richard Pace of the Parrish of Martins Brandon in the County of Prince 
George of the one Part and William Goodwyne of the same Parrish and 
County aforesaid of the other Part Witnesseth that the said John Pace and 
Richard Pace for a diverse Good Causes and Considerations them thereunto 
moving but more especially for and in Consideration of, the Sum of Thirty 
Pounds Current Money of Virginia to him in hand' Paid by the said William 
Goodwyne at and before the Ensealing and Delivery of Presents the receipt 
where of them, the same John Pace and Richard, Pace doth hereby 
Acknowledge and himself thereunto to be folly Satisfied Contented and Paid 
Hath Given Granted and Bargained Sold Aliened Released Enfeofed and 
Confirmed and by these Presents the same John Pace and Richard Pace for 
themselves and their Heirs for ever Doth Give Grant bargain sell alien 
Release, Enfeoff and Confirm, unto the said William Goodwyne and his heirs 
and Assigns forever one Tract or Parcell of Land Situate Lying and being on 
the South of the West side of the Southheard Run and Swamp in the Parrish of 
Martins Brandon and County of Prince George aforesaid Containing by 
Estimation Sixteen acres within the Bounds following (to wit) beginning at 
the High Banks of the Swamp where the springs Runs out Thence down the 
said Swamp to the Mouth of the said Southheard Run thence up the 
Southheard Run to the first Bend thence up the Gravel Bottom to the line 
thence along the Line to my Comer. Together with all Houses Orchards, 

Woods, Ways, Waters, and appurtenances to the said Sixteen acres of Land 
belonging or in any wise appertaining and all the Estate, Right, Title, Interest, 

Property, Claim and Demand whatsoever of the said John Pace and Richard 
Pace and to the same and Every or any part thereof and the Reversion and 
Reversions, Remainder & Remainders thereof and every Part and Parcell 
thereof To have and to hold the said Hereby Granted bargained and Sold 
Houses, Woods and Premises with their and every of their appurtenances unto 
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the said William Goodwyne his Heirs and Assigns to the only Proper use 
Benefit and behoof of the said William Goodwyne and his Heirs and assigns 
for ever and the same John Pace and Richard Pace doth covenant for 
themselves and their Heirs that he and their Heirs shall and will Warrant and 
for ever Defend to the said William Goodwyne and his Heirs and Assigns all 
the aforesaid Tract or Parcell of Land and Premises with the appurtenances, 
against all Persons whatsoever, In Witness whereof the said John Pace and 
Richard Pace hath hereunto Set their hands and affixed their seals the day and 
year first above Written.

In March 1763, William Goodwyn of Prince George County paid the fees for a suit 
against Epps’s executors. This was recorded in the Dinwiddie Clerics Fee Book for 1763 (Din. 
Fee Book, 282). No other Virginia records have been found for William. 

It was thought that William came to South Carolina from Dinwiddie County. One reason 
for this is the mistaken idea that William was [2] John’s son and not his brother. Dinwiddie 
County was made from Prince George in 1754, Most of the records of Dinwiddie and Prince 
George were burned during the Civil War. From the records that exist, it seems that William 
lived in Prince George County and not Dinwiddie. 

William was in South Carolina sometime before October 1775. On October 5, 1775, 
William witnessed the will of his brother, John. He may have received a land grant in May of 
that year for 148 acres on Mill Creek adjoining the path to the Threewitts and to the mill, and the 
lands of William Howell, Thomas Taylor and Robert Goodwyn (Green, 69). But, the land grant 
could have been to his nephew, William. 

All of William’s children are thought to have been bom in Virginia. Amy, the youngest, 
was bom in March 1772. William and Mary gave unusual names to the first four of their 
children—Uriah, Angelina, Sylvia, and Keziah. The three youngest children had typical 
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Goodwyn names—William, Francis, and Amy. The older children may have been named for 
Mary’s family. 

William’s will was dated October 17, 1783 and recorded June 12, 1784. There were six 
children named in his will. He may have had a daughter Sylvia who married Col. Frank 
Goodwyn of Virginia (Goodwin, 604 and Hopkins L, 213). Sylvia was not named in William’s 
will or in his son Uriah’s, and no record of Frank Goodwyn has been found. Perhaps Frank was a 
son of Captain Thomas’s son [4] Francis who could not be traced. 

In the name of God Amen I William Goodwyn Sen,' of Camden District 
being Sick of Body but of perfect mind & memory & knowing that it is 
appointed for all men once to die do make this my Last Will & Testament in 
the form Following First of all I give and Recommend my Soul into the 
Hands of Almighty God who gave it & my Body I recommend to the Earth to 
be Buried in Decent Christian Buryal at the Discretion of my executors, 
nothing Doubting but at the General Resurrection I shall receive the same 
again by the mighty power of God & as touching such worldly Estate where 
with it has pleased God to Bless me in this life I Give Devise of & Dispose of 
the same in the following manner & form. First I Give & Bequeath to Mary 
my beloved Wife five Negroes During life Afterwards to be Equally divided 
Between my three sons, Uriah Goodwyn, Francis Goodwyn Ju. r & William 
Goodwyn, to them & their Heirs forever. I Give & Bequeath to my three 
sons Uriah Goodwyn, Francis Goodwyn & William Goodwyn all my Tracts 
of Land and Thirty Negroes to be Equally Divided between the three Brothers 
& in case my youngest son William Goodwyn should die without heir, that 
his part of Land should be Equally Divided between my Two sons Uri. 

Goodwyn & Fra." Goodwyn, to them & their heirs for ever. I Give & 
Bequeath to my Eldest Daughter Angelina Hicks Ten Pounds Sterling to her 
& her heirs for Ever. I Give & Bequeath to my Two Daughters, Kezia 
Goodwyn & Amy, Fourteen Negroes, to them & their Heirs for Ever. I Give 
& Bequeath to Mary my beloved Wife & my Three Daughters all my 
household Furniture to be Equally Divided, to them & their Heirs for Ever. 

Also I Give & Bequeath to my three sons Uriah Goodwyn, Fra.‘ Goodwyn & 

William Goodwyn all the Remainder part of Personal Estate to them & their 
Heirs for Ever. I will that my Estate be kept together until all Debts Dues & 

Demands Against the said estate be Settled for & also all Debts dues & 

Demands against my two Eldest Sons Uriah Goodwyn & Francis Goodwyn 
have been Contracted for the good of the Estate Agreeable to my Will, 1 
Likewise Constitute make & Ordain my Two Sons Uriah Goodwyn & Francis 
Goodwyn Executors of this my last will & Testament & I do hereby utterly 
disallow Revoke & Disanull all & every other former Testaments Wills

Morris Moore (Camden WB Al, 153 Apt 28, Pkg 979) 
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William’s executors, Uriah and Francis, submitted his inventory and appraisal on August 
9, 1784. It was four pages long and not totaled, but the value of each item indicates that William 
was a very wealthy man. His estate included 55 slaves valued from £30 to £80, 57 head of hogs, 
and a note against James Bontham for £30,000 currency (SC Archives film c9247, 979). 

Mary Howell Hart Goodwyn died sometime after 1790. She was listed in the South 
Carolina 1790 Census as living with one white female and owning four slaves (Heads, 27). 

* 

[51J Uriah Goodwyn was William’s oldest son. He was bom in 1750 and died in 1786. 
He enlisted in the Revolution as a private and then earned the rank of captain in the Continental 
Army. According to “A General Return of Col. Thomson’s Rangers”, Uriah, a private under 
Captain Ely Kershaw, enlisted July 1, 1775. He was 25 years old, six feet tall, and bom in 
Virginia (Col. Thomson’s Rangers, 177). He was made a lieutenant in May 1776 and a captain in 
September 1777. He was wounded at Stono Ferry in 1779 and captured at Charleston May 12, 
1780. Uriah was exchanged in November 1780. Heitman said that he was killed at the battle of 
Eutaw Springs on September 8, 1781 (Heitman, 253). This is a mistake. Uriah lived until 
1786. Because of his Revolutionary War duty in the Continental Army, he was a member of the 
Society of Cincinnati. 

Uriah may have studied law since his inventory included law books. He was active in 
politics as a member of the South Carolina House of Representatives from the Saxe Gotha 
district. He served from 1782 until his death in 1786. He was also on several local committees. 
In 1783, Uriah was a commissioner to divide the Orangeburg district, and a commissioner to 
regulate the inspection of tobacco. In 1785, he was justice of the peace for Lexington County, 
and a tax inquirer and collector for the district between the Broad and Congaree Rivers (Bailey 
Vol. 3, 279). 

Uriah was also the executor of several wills including those of his cousin, Francis 
Goodwyn, and William Hay. William Hay made two wills. The first one, dated October 7, 1782, 
had a paper enclosed stating that his wife, Mary, for a consideration, renounced all claim on his 
property because of irreconcilable differences (Green, 214). William Hay made a second will 
dated April 12, 1784 with Uriah as executor. There was no probate date. In this will William 
gave Uriah some slaves. Evidently William Hay’s family objected to this gift, and there was a 
court case over it. There is no record of the court’s decision (Green, 228). In Uriah’s will was a 
legacy of 100 pounds sterling to be paid out of his personal estate to Mary Hay. Uriah’s will was 
dated January 30, 1786 and proved February 12, 1786.

Uriah’s appraisal was returned April 23, 1786. He owned 15 slaves, 106 hogs, silver 
plated spurs, a gold broach, a silver watch, law books, eleven Delph plates, three Delph bowls, 
and knee buckles. Uriah’s personal property was valued at £ 675.3.5.

|52] Angelina Goodwyn Hicks was bom about 1755. Her death date is unknown, but 
she was alive in 1786 when Uriah made his will, and was dead by the time her husband, Robert 
Hicks made his will in 1796, She may have been living in 1790 when the South Carolina census 
recorded the household of Robert Hicks as having one white male over 16, three white males 
under 16, two white females, and 19 slaves (Heads, 27). Angelina and Robert had a daughter, 
[521] Mary. 

Robert Hicks was the son of Nathaniel and Mary Peterson Hicks of Brunswick County, 
Virginia. Both the Hicks and Peterson families were prominent in colonial Virginia. Robert’s 
grandfather, Batte Peterson, left Robert one-third of his personal estate (Smith Peterson, 33). 
Robert’s second wife, Mary Greenway, was the daughter of Dr. James Greenway, a well-known 
physician and botanist in Greensville County, Virginia. They were married about 1791. It is 
thought that Robert divorced Angelina and that was why he returned to Virginia (Smith Peterson, 
34). This has not been proven. 

Robert and Mary Greenway Hicks had one child, Martha Dixon Greenway Hicks. She 
married Richard Avery in 1808 in Greensville County. Robert’s will was dated 1796 and 
recorded in Greensville County, Virginia and Richland County, South Carolina in 1798 with his 
wife as executrix, and Winfield Mason and James Parham as executors. John Watson, Hicks 
Chappell, and John Hopkins were trustees for his South Carolina estate. Robert’s wife, Mary, 
married Braxton Robinson in Greensville County on September 26, 1799 (Brown, 342). 

I Robert Hicks of the County of Greensville and the state of Virginia being 
weak in Body but of perfect mind and memory do make this my last will and 
Testament in manner and form following Viz Item I lend unto my trusty 
friend John Watson during his natural life my plantation named New Market 
in South Carolina with fifty acres of Land on Raeford Creek bought of 
Frederick Spagner Also nine Negroes and their increase viz Jack, Pamela, 

Cyrus, Tony, Jenny, Charlotte, Robin, Sigey and Delsey, also my young black 
mare and bay Horse named Parker together with the Stock of Cattle and 
Household furniture for the use benefit and support of himself, my Daughter 
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Mary the daughter of my first wife Angelina Hicks deceased and Children if 
there should be any surviving begotten of her body. If John Watson should 
decease before my daughter Mary I leave the Estate in the hands of Hicks 
Chappell and John Hopkins as Trustees for my Daughter Mary and Children 
if there be any After the death of John Watson and my daughter Mary if my 
daughter should have any Children that should live to lawful age begotten of 
her body my will and desire is that Estate shall belong to them share and share 
alike to them Their heirs and assigns forever - if there is not any Children that 
survive the Issues of my Daughter Mary My will and desire that the above 
Estate shall belong to my Daughter Martha Dixon Greenway Hicks and the 
child my wife Mary Hicks is pregnant with to them their heirs forever. Item I 
lend unto my loving wife Mary Hicks all my estate both real and personal not 
here before lent nor given during her widowhood for the benefit and support 
of her and her children. If she should marry I lend her one third part of the 
Estate during her natural life and the remainder of the estate both real and 
personal I give to my Daughter Martha Dixon Greenway Hicks and the child 
that my wife is pregnant with and if either of them should die before they 
come of lawful age the surviving one of the two it shall belong to them their 
heirs and assigns forever. My will and desire is that if both my children of the 
wife of Mary Hicks should die before they come of lawful age that the estate 
may descend unto my Grand Children if they be any surviving one of my 
Daughter Mary’s to them their heirs and assigns forever. 1 do appoint my 
friends Winfield Mason and James Parham and my wife Mary Hicks 
Executors and Executrix of this my last will and testament In Witness 
whereof 1 have hereunto set my Hand and affixed my Seal this first day of

Angelina and Robert’s daughter, [521] Mary, left her first husband, Peter Chambliss, in 
South Carolina, and married again in Virginia with her father as security. According to the 
Greensville County marriage records, on November 6, 1794 John Watson married Mary 
Chambles “alias Mary Hicks” with Robert Hicks as security. The minister was a Methodist 
(Vogt, 74). 

John Watson died in the summer of 1807 leaving everything to his sister Effa Watson 
(Green, 248). Mary must have died before John. In 1808, Braxton Robinson received letters of 
administration of the property (Richland Co. RI 1, 171-72). In 1816, Effa Watson tried to sell 
New Market, the land Robert Hicks left to his daughter, Mary. Robert’s daughter, Martha, had 
made no claim to the land. There was a court case over the sale. The justice ruled that Peter 
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Chambliss, Mary’s husband, was alive at the time of her marriage to John Watson, and that he 
was still alive, and that John Watson had only a life interest in the land. 

Peter Chambliss was the son of John and Sarah Lee Chambliss of Prince George County, 
Virginia. He was bom about 1753 and may have been the same age as Mary’s parents. In 1759, 
Peter’s grandfather, Samuel Lee, left Peter 250 acres in Prince George County, Virginia (Pr. Geo. 
DW 1759-60, 96). Peter was living in South Carolina in 1773 when there was a court case, 
Owens versus Peter and his half-brother, John Chambliss. John Chambliss was a first cousin of 
Colonel Thomas Taylor of Richland County (Meissner, 55-6). Peter died after Mary and John 
Watson as shown by the court case in 1816. South Carolina did not allow divorce at that time, 
but there were ways to get around it, such as going to Virginia. 

♦ 

|54) Keziah Goodwyn was bom in 1764 in Virginia. Her first husband was [211] Jesse 
Goodwyn, the son of her first cousin, Thomas. There is a family legend that Keziah was engaged 
to [231] Peterson Goodwyn, the son of her first cousin, Joseph Goodwyn, but Keziah wanted to 
live in South Carolina near her parents and Peterson wanted to stay in Virginia (Hopkins L., 14). 
Peterson was 19 years older than Keziah, and he married Elizabeth Peterson before 1776 when 
Keziah was only 12, which casts doubt on the plausibility of the legend. 

Jesse came to South Carolina during the Revolution. He served as a private and as a 
commissary in the South Carolina Militia from August 1780 to June 1782 under Col. Thomas 
Taylor (Moss, 371). Keziah and Jesse were married before 1789. They had three children— 
Mary Howell Hart bom in 1789, Sarah Cook bom in 1791, and Jesse Howell bom in January 
1793 after his father’s death. All three of these children lived to an old age, but Mary and Jesse 
were Keziah’s only children to have descendants. 

Jesse died in September 1792 in Charleston (SC Archives film c9247). There was an 
interesting court case of [261] William Goodwyn, [26] Robert’s son and Jesse’s first cousin, 
against Keziah and her three children. In 1791, William was in debt and to save his property he 
sold his plantation and forty slaves to Jesse for a small amount. William intended to reclaim his 
property when his debts were paid. William’s petition said that a trust was annexed to the bill of 
sale, but it was not put in writing. All the profits and proceeds of the plantation would go to pay 
William’s debts, and when he was out of debt, the plantation would be his again. Unfortunately, 
Jesse died intestate without stating the reason he bought William’s property. There were two 
petitions, one from William and one from his wife Grace and their children, requesting the 
property be given back. John Hopkins, a witness to the sale, swore that as far as he knew the sale 
was legal and the property belonged to Keziah and her children. [56] William Goodwyn, 
Keziah’s brother, also swore that the sale was legal (SC Archives film c9247). 

Keziah’s second husband was James Hopkins. She was the fourth of William and Mary’s 
children to marry a child of John and Sarah Thomas Hopkins. James Hopkins was bom April 1, 
1774. He was ten years younger than Keziah. Although James had a degree in medicine, it is not 
known where he received it, or if he ever practiced (Hopkins W., 182 & Hopkins L., 15). He 
became wealthy as a businessman. James and Keziah were married in 1795 and had five 
children. The boys, John Thomas, James, and William did not survive childhood. Keziah’s two 
Hopkins daughters lived to adulthood, but they left no descendants. 

[541] Mary Howell Hart Goodwyn married Henry Walker Adams, the son of Joel and 
Grace Weston Adams. [5411] James Hopkins Adams was their only child. He held many 
political offices including Governor of South Carolina in 1854. 

[542] Sarah Cook Goodwyn married Ainsley Hall, a wealthy English merchant. When 
Sarah found that Ainsley had been unfaithful, she moved out and lived alone for the rest of her 
life (Hopkins L., 27). 

[543] Jesse Howell Goodwyn married Sarah Thomas Hopkins about 1814. Sarah was the 
daughter of William and Mary Hopkins Hopkins (Hopkins W., 183). They moved with some of 
their 10 children to DeSoto Parish Louisiana in 1846 (Goodwin, 609). 

[547] Keziah Hopkins and her sister [548] Caroline Hopkins married brothers, Alexander 
Joseph and Theodorus Brevard. They were the sons of Alexander and Rebecca Davidson 
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Brevard of Lincoln County, North Carolina. The Brevards were a wealthy North Carolina family. 
Joseph turned out to be an alcoholic and an abusive husband. Keziah left him and returned to her 
family in South Carolina, but Joseph followed her. Although divorce was not unknown to the 
Goodwyn family in that generation, it was illegal in South Carolina. Keziah’s father, James 
Hopkins, would not let her divorce Joseph, and she lived with him until his death, although he 
spent some years in the state mental hospital (Hopkins L., 27 & Moore, 8). Joseph died in 1842 
at the age of 41. Keziah died at age 83. 

[548] Caroline Hopkins died two months after the birth of her second child. Her obituary 
appeared in the South Carolina Gazette on May 24, 1828. “At her father’s residence, Richland 
District the 14th inst., Mrs. Caroline Anne Brevard, wife of Theodorus W. Brevard, and daughter 
of James and Keziah Hopkins. Aged 21 years” (Holcomb, 20). Her son died at the age of six. 

* 

[ 55 ] Francis Epps Goodwyn was bom about 1766. He was the second of William and 
Mary’s children to marry a child of John and Sarah Thomas Hopkins. Mary Hopkins was bom in 
1769. She and Francis were married in November 1783 when she was only 14. They had four 
children. Only two survived to adulthood. 

Francis had a fleet of ships and operated a salvage business off the coast of Florida 
(Hopkins L., 9). In the early 1800’s, Francis was imprisoned by the Spanish for two years at Fort 
Marion in St. Augustine for carrying slaves into Florida. His brother, William, and his brother-in 
-law, John Hopkins, paid a large ransom for his release. In the late 1800 s Francis s great- 
grandson, Edwin E. Goodwyn (1860-1890) of Preston Arkansas, wrote a letter to the Atlanta 
Constitution describing Francis’s time in prison. 

...Nothing else in the enchanting ‘land of flowers’ or historic and quaint old 
city of St. Augustine, though, can so excite my deepest feelings as the sight or 
name of Ft. Marion. Within that gloomy prison nearly one hundred years ago 
my great-grandfather was confined during two long dreary years. He was cast 
into that awful place by the Spaniards for having carried slaves into Florida 
and not released until a large ransom was paid. I suppose he was not lodged 
in one of the dungeons you mentioned, but it is enough, and awful enough, to 
know that however solitary and dark his cell may have been, it completely 
and cruelly robbed him of his eyesight and so impaired his constitution and 
health that he died soon after being liberated ... (Goodwin, 604). 

[552] Francis Epps Goodwyn was a planter in Richland County. He married Mary 
Fitzpatrick Lloyd. Three of their six children married and had children. Their daughter [5521] 
Mary Lloyd Goodwyn married twice and lived in South Carolina. Their sons [5522] James Epps 
and [5525] Francis Epps settled with their families in Arkansas. 

[553] Sarah Thomas Goodwyn married twice. Her first husband was Col. Brutus Howard 
of Baltimore. He was living in South Carolina when they were married. The weddmg 
announcement appeared in the South Carolina Gazette on March 23, 1805. Mamed on 
Wednesday evening last, Mr. Brutus Howard of this town to Miss. Sarah Goodwyn, daughter of 
Major Francis Goodwyn of the Congaree” (Holcomb, 10). Sarah and Brutus moved to Alabama, 
and Brutus died there before 1822. Sarah’s second husband was Col. Stephen Cook Richardson 
of Virginia. Sarah had two Howard children and three Richardson children. Sarah died in 
August 1859 in Alabama (Sclater, 108-09). 

+ 

[56] William Goodwyn was bom about 1768. He married Sarah Thomas Hopkins, the 
daughter of John and Sarah Thomas Hopkins. Sarah was bom in 1772, and was sixteen when she 
married William on Feb. 24, 1788. Sylvia Poythress Goodwyn was their only child. In 
December 1811, Sarah Goodwyn and James Adams, Sylvia’s husband, applied for administration 
of William Goodwyn’s estate. His inventory was recorded May 8, 1812. William’s personal 
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estate was valued at over $11,000 including 30 slaves worth $8,475 (SC Archives film RI 28, 
Box 11). 

[561] Sylvia married James Adams, the son of Joel and Grace Weston Adams. Their 
wedding announcement appeared in the April 6, 1805 issue of the South Carolina Gazette. 
“Married on Wed. last, Major James Adams to the amiable Miss. Silvia P. Goodwyn, only 
daughter of Capt. William Goodwyn” (Holcomb, 10). They had seven children. James’s will 
was dared July 11, 1840 and proved February 10, 1841 (Richland WB L, 11). He left legacies to 
his children Sarah, Joel, James Uriah, and Grace. Sarah and Joel never married. Sarah was left 
the Sandhill house with the provision that Joel be allowed to live there as long as he liked. Sylvia 
was not named in the will and must not have been alive. Of Sylvia and James’s seven children, 
[5614] James Uriah Adams was the only one to have descendants. 

[5614] James Uriah Adams, a Yale graduate, married his cousin [5712] Sarah Hopkins 
Adams. She was the daughter of Joel, Jr. and [571] Mary Goodwyn Hopkins Adams. James 
Uriah and Sarah’s fathers were brothers, and their mothers were double first cousins. James 
Uriah and Sarah had eleven children. In The Adams Family there is a note concerning James 
Uriah’s family. 

It is probably of sufficient interest for me to state that without a single 
exception that 1 can recall, all of the children of James Uriah and Sarah 
Hopkins Adams, developed deafness of a more or less serious nature when 
about reaching the prime of their lives. Only one or two, who died in early 
life, comparatively speaking, are not to be included in this category (Adams, 

21 ). 

* 

[57] Amy Goodwyn, bom March 4, 1772, was the third child of William and Mary to 
marry a Hopkins. She married John Hopkins. She and John had nine children. Five died in 
childhood. When Amy died in September 1842, she had only two living children—Mary married 
to Joel Adams, Jr., and Emma, the wife of William Hopkins. Amy’s son, David, died December 
30, 1836 at the age of 34. He was survived by his wife, Frances Tucker, and two sons, [5761] 
John David and [5763] James. Sarah died in June of 1842 at the age of 37. 

John Hopkins was bom on January 12, 1762. In 1782, he served in the Revolution as a 
horseman and then a footman in Thomas Taylor’s regiment (Green, 97). After the war, John was 
active in South Carolina politics. He held many offices including Tax Collector, Commissioner 
of Roads, trustee of South Carolina College and trustee of Planters and Merchants Bank. John 
was Lt. Governor of South Carolina from 1806 to 1808 and a member of the South Carolina 
Senate from 1810 to 1818. 

John’s will was dated September 14, 1832 and proved November 28, 1832. He left 19 
slaves to Amy, 10 slaves to Mary, 26 slaves to Sarah, and 31 to Emma. Sarah and Emma were 
unmarried when he died. David was left land. David’s will, dated December 17, 1836 and 
recorded January 25, 1837, left legacies to his wife, Frances, his two sons, John and James, and to 
his mother and his three sisters (Richland WB K, 141). In her will dated June 10, 1842 and 
recorded June 21, 1842, Sarah left everything to her mother (Richland WB L, 23). 

Amy died in September 1842. Her will was dated July 10, 1842 and recorded October 5, 
1842. John in his will left legacies outright to his children. Amy’s will left everything in trust for 
her two daughters. It seemed as if she didn’t trust their husbands, and in fact, the will stated that 
the legacies were not to be used for the debts of any current or future husband. All of her slaves 
and $3,300 were given to her daughter, Mary Adams, with her great-nephew and Mary’s son-in- 
law, James Uriah Adams as trustee. All the land was left to Emma. The trustee for Emma was 
Benjamin F. Hopkins, Emma’s first cousin and her husband’s brother. Amy also left David’s 
sons, John and James, each $500 when they became 21. William Hopkins was the executor. 
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THIS IS THE LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT OF ME AMY HOPKINS 
OF RICHLAND DISTRICT in the State of South Carolina, as follows; First I 
direct that all my just debts be paid out of my growing crops, or the crop or 
monies I may have on hand at the time of my decease. 

Secondly, I give and bequeath the following Slaves, namely Yellow Charles 
and Patience his wife and her children Susy, William, Milly, Daphne and 
Douglas, Joe and his wife Caroline and her two children Dennis and Charles, 

America and his wife Eliza and her child Harry, Winny and her children Lary 
Shack, and Margaret Hannah and her daughter Creace and Louisa, to my 
friend James U. Adams of the District and State aforesaid, his Executors, 
Administrators and assigns, forever upon the following trusts and conditions 
that is to say, in trust that the said James U. Adams will suffer and permit my 
daughter Mary G. Adams to take and have possession, use labour and hire of 
the aforesaid Slaves, with their future increase, to her sole and Separate use 
and benefit and not in any manner whatever liable to the contracts or debts of 
a present or any future husband, for and during the term of her natural life, 
and after her death in trust that the said James U. Adams shall hold all of the 
said Slaves with their future increase for the use and benefit of such person or 
persons as the Said Mary G. Adams shall by deed or will, duly executed, 
notwith standing her present or any future coverture, nominate and appoint 
and in case the Said Mary G. Adams Shall die without making any such 
nomination or appointment, then in trust for the use and benefit of such 
children as the Said Mary G. Adams may have and leave living at the time of 
her death, share and share alike, and upon further trust and condition that the 
Said James U. Adams, his Executor Administrators and assigns shall have 
power and authority by and with the consent and approbation of the Said 
Mary G. Adams expressed in writing under the hand of the Said Mary G. 

Adams to Sell and Convey all of the Said slaves with their future increase or 
any portion of the Said Slaves to Such persons and upon Such terms as the 
Said Mary G. Adams shall declare in writing, under Similar trust and 
conditions, or else to pay over the proceed of such Sales to the Said Mary G. 

Adams to her sole and Separate use not with Standing her present or any 
future coverture as the Said Mary G. Adams may then Signify in writing to be 
disposed as She may think proper. 

Thirdly—I give and bequeath all of my lands wheresoever lying, being or 
Situate, and all of my right, title and interest in and to any land or lands 
whatsoever, and wheresoever, and all the rest and residue of my personal 
Estate of every description whatsoever, to my friend Benjamin F. Hopkins of 
Kershaw District in the State aforesaid, his Executors Administrators and 
Assigns forever, upon the following trusts and conditions, that is to say in 
trust that the said Benjamin F. Hopkins will suffer and permit my daughter 
Emma T. Hopkins to take and have the possession, use rents and emoluments 
of all of the Said real Estate and to take and have possession, use labour and 
hire of all the Said personal Estate with all future increase and profits thereof 
to her Sole and Separate use benefit and not in any manner whatever liable to 
the contracts or debts of a present or any future husband for and during the 
term of her natural life, and After her death intrust that the Said Benjamin F. 

Hopkins shall hold all of the said Real Estate and all the said personal Estate 
with the future increase and profits thereof, for the use and benefit of such 
person or persons as the Said Emma T. Hopkins Shall by deed or will duly 
executed notwith Standing her present or any future coverture nominate and 
appoint and in case the Said Emma T. Hopkins shall die without benefit of 
such children as the Said Emma T. Hopkins shall have or leave living at the 
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time of her death and upon this further trust and condition that the Said 
Benjamin F. Hopkins his Executors Administrators and Assigns shall have 
power and authority by and with the consent and approbation of the Said 
Emma T. Hopkins expressed in writing under the hand of Said Emma T. 

Hopkins to Sell and convey all or any portion of Said real estate and all or any 
portion of Said personal Estate with her future increase and profits thereof to 
such persons and upon Such terms as the Said Emma T. Hopkins shall signify 
in writing not with standing her present or any future coverture and to invest 
the proceeds thereof in such property as the Said Emma T. Hopkins shall 
declare in writing under Similar trusts and condition or else to pay the 
proceeds of such sales to the Said Emma T. Hopkins to her Sole and Separate 
use notwith standing her present or any future coverture as the Said Emma T. 

Hopkins may then Signify in writing to be disposed of as she may then think 
proper and it is my will and desire that the said trustee Benjamin F. Hopkins 
Shall pay or cause to be paid three thousand three hundred dollars in the 
following manner that is to say eleven hundred dollars on the first of January 
immediately after my decease and eleven hundred dollars annually thereafter 
until the whole amount is paid to my daughter Mary G. Adams in lieu of her 
share of Said Real Estate and in lieu of all claims whatsoever she the said 
Mary G. Adams may have upon the said Emma T. Hopkins after my decease. 

And it is my will and desire that my said trustee Benjamin F. Hopkins Shall 
pay or cause to be paid five hundred dollars to each of my grandsons John 
Hopkins and James Hopkins, Sons of David Hopkins deceased as they shall 
respectively arrive at the age of twenty one years, but if one or both of my 
said Grandsons shall die before they arrive at the age of twenty one years, 
then it is my will that the Said bequest to my grandsons John Hopkins and 
James Hopkins be null and void. 

Fourthly—I constitute and appoint William Hopkins of Richland District in 
the State aforesaid Executor of this my will. 

Lastly—I revoke all wills by me at any time heretofore made and do declare 
this only to be my last will and testament. 

In witness whereof 1 have to this my last will Set my hand and Seal this tenth 
day of July in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty two, 
and in the Sixty Seventh year of independence of the United States of 
America.

William Munson (Richland WB L, 26 ) 

[571] Mary Goodwyn Hopkins, bom May 9, 1789, married Joel Adams, Jr. on May 12, 
1808. Joel was the son of Joel and Grace Weston Adams. He graduated ffom Yale, and was a 
lawyer and a planter. Joel represented the Richland District in the South Carolina House of 
Representatives in 1814-1815 and 1832-1833. At his death in May 1859, Joel owned over 10,000 
acres and 152 slaves (Bailey Vol. 4, 26). Mary died on October 22, 1867. 

Six children of Mary and Joel’s 12 children died in childhood or unmarried. Two of their 
daughters, [5719] Sylvia and [5716] Amy, married John Pickett Adams, the son of Robert and 
Charlotte Pickett Adams. Amy had no children, but she raised Sylvia’s only surviving child. 
[5712] Sarah Hopkins Adams married her cousin [5614] James Uriah Adams. [5717] Robert Joel 
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married Anne Bynum. [5718] Grace Joella married Francis Buckley. Francis came from New 
York as a school teacher “From all accounts, he was an accomplished scholar but a severe and 
cruel disciplinarian” (Adams, 7). 

[578] Emma Talleyrand Hopkins was also known as Emma Goodwyn Hopkins although 
she signed her name Emma T. Hopkins (Hopkins L., 11). She was bom October 22, 1808. 
Emma married her first cousin, William Hopkins, the son of Thomas and Elizabeth English 
Hopkins. Emma’s father disapproved of William, but a few months after the death of John 
Hopkins, Emma and William were married. William Hopkins was a signer of the Ordinance of 
Secession and a Brigadier General in the state militia (Hopkins W., 184). Five of James and 
Emma’s nine children survived childhood, and three of their children, [5784] David, [5785] 
James, and [5786] English, married and had children. William Hopkins died in 1863 and Emma 
in 1868.

The Descendants of Captain Thomas Goodwyn of Virginia

Key to Understanding the Descendant Chart 

An interesting phenomena of the descendants of Captain Thomas, both in Virginia and 
South Carolina, is that for generations many of them married into the same families again and 
again. John’s children married Thweatts, Petersons, and Youngs in Virginia. In South Carolina, 
William’s children married into the Hopkins and Adams families. And of course, they also 
married other Goodwyns. The names and dates in the descendant chart are from wills, deeds, 
parish registers, marriage records, articles, and books. Where discrepancies in names and dates 
exist, the best estimate is presented. If a name has not been verified by a document or Bible 
record, it has as asterisk (*) beside it which indicates less certainty. Because of the repetition of 
family names between and within generations, it is impossible to resolve with certainty all the 
ambiguities in the written records. 

All counties used in the descendant charts without a specified state are in Virginia. If all 
the events for a descendant occur in the same state, the state appears at the end of the line.

Numbering System Used for Descendants of Captain Thomas Goodwyn 

Since Captain Thomas Goodwyn is the oldest known ancestor of this Goodwyn family, 
all of his descendants are numbered with Captain Thomas as the beginning point, or zero. His 
five children are numbered [1] Amy to [5] William. For families with 10 or more children, such 
as [24] Amy Mitchell Raines, the number greater than nine is in parentheses. [24] Amy’s son, 
Robert Raines, is [24(10)]. Families in which both parents are descendants of Captain Thomas 
will have their father’s number except for [211] Jesse who married [54] Keziah. Keziah is a 
generation closer to Captain Thomas. Each person will have only one number.
